A Commuter's Big Day

When B a rb a ra Stubblefield 
awoke this morning, she was 
just an ordinary wife, mother, 
grandm other and plumbing de­ 
signer. 


But fame and fortune cam e to 
the Mill Valley woman at 8 :27 
a.m . as she strolled down the 
ram p to board the Golden Gate 
Bridge District ferry from Sau­ 
salito to San Francisco. 
As flashbulbs popped, televi­ 
sion cam eras rolled and bridge 
directors chedred, Mrs. Stub­ 
blefield becam e the 2.000.000th 
passenger to ride the vessel 
Golden Gate since ferry service 
began Aug. 15, 1070. 
B ridge officials, new sm en 
a nd w e ll-w is h e r s ga t h e r e d 
around the surprised woman in 
an emotional scene which star­ 
tled other commuters. Many 
privately wondered if the wom­ 
an getting all the attention was 
a celebrity they didn't recog­ 
nize or a notorious criminal, 
who had finally fallen into the 
hands of the law'. 
‘'W hat’s happening to that 
la d y ?” a wide-ey ed little girl 
asked her mother.

know ,” the m o th e r replied, 
“ but it must be something good 
because they 're all smiling.” 
There was indeed much smil­ 
ing and laughter as

Pelosi, chairm an of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
and a bridge director, present­ 
ed Mrs. Stubblefield with gifts 
that will make her the envy of 
every ferry commuter. 
F irst cam e a plaq ue em bla­ 
zoned with one of the original 
rivets from the Golden Gate 
Bridge and one of the first 
bonds sold to finance the span 
in 1937. 
Then she received pictures of 
the ferry and the bridge and — 
best of all —a certificate enti­ 
tling her to free coffee and 
doughnuts on the boat for the 
next month. 
In a burst of enthusiasm and 
spurred on by a barrage of 
news photographers, the hand­ 
som e Pelosi swept the trim 
M rs. Stubblefield (who h ap 
pened to be wearing an “ I-Ride-

Hassan Assassination Attempt Fails 


RABAT i'UPI )—Moroccan au­ 
thorities said Defense Minister 
Mohamed Oufkir, the second 
m ost powerful 
figure in the 
kingdom, committed suicide to­ 
day

failed to prevent y esterday ’s 
airborne assassination attem pt 
against King Hassan II. 
Three F5 Freedom Fighters, 
gifts from the United States, 
opened fire on the king's pri­ 
vate Boeing 727 jetliner when 
he was returning from a vaca­ 
tion in France. The plane was 
hit repeatedly and several per­ 
sons aboard were wounded. 
The king's brother said Has­ 
san saved his own life by taking 


Soviet Underground 
Bomb Test Reported 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Soviet union apparently con­ 
ducted an underground nuclear 
test Tuesday night at its Semi- 
palatinsk facility , the Atomic 
Energy Commission reported 
Wednesday . 
The AEC said seismic signals 
indicated the blast had a force 
of from 20,000 to 200,000 tons of 
TNT. It was the fifth Soviet 
underground explosion reported 
bv the AEC this y ear.

King H assan was return­ 
ing to his country after a pri­ 
vate, th ree -w e ek holiday in 
France, and a brief stopover in 
Barcelona, .Spain. 
Four of the 
Moroccan air 
force fighters joined the roy al 
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jetliner and went into formation 
like an official escort. 


Suddenly , and without w arn­ 
ing. the air force jets attacked 
the plane with Hassan and his 
retinue aboard, wounding some 
of the passengers. 


Once the plane was on the 
ground, the robed pilots appar­ 
ently learned that the king was 
not wounded at all, and re­ 
new ed th e ir a tta c k , s tra fing 
and rocketing the hall reserved 
for arriving dignitaries. 


The king escaped injury in 
the air terminal attack by hid­ 
ing in a ne a rb y clum p of 
bushes, but the go vernm e nt 
sa id eigh t M oroccans w ere 
killed and 47 wounded in the 
attacks which left part of the 
airport building in shambles 
and automobiles in the parking 
lot exploding in flames. 


The attack on Hassan was the. 
second in 13 months. Some P a r­ 
is reports said Oufkir might 
have been implicated, but Mo­ 
roccans said he was H assan’s

The a lte r na te pla n w ould 
award bonus delegates on the 
basis of Republican votes cast 
for pre sid e nt, re ga rd le s s of 
whether the Republicans won 
the states, and also rew ard 
districts that elect Republicans 
to Congress. 
Republican liberals carried 
their case today to the national 
committee, hoping that group 
would bo receptive to their plea 
that the party actively seek 
more women, y ouths, blacks 
and other minority group m em ­ 
bers.

Kissinger, Thieu 
In Saigon Meeting 


No Clues 


On Content 
Of Talks 


SA IG O N 
(U PI) 
— 
President Nguy en Van 
Thieu and Dr. H enry A. 
Kissinger m et today for 
their first Vietnam talks 
in more than a y ear. 
They smiled and joked 
for newsmen but gave 
no clue whether Kissin­ 
ger was here to dump 
Thieu or pat him on the 
back. 
The South Vietnamese said 
they had been supposed to m eet 
a t lunch but that Thieu was 
“ too b us y .” T he A m e ric a ns 
said this was not a snub and 
that reports Kissinger had been 
given a cool reception weren t 
true either—that the 20-hour 
delay before he saw' Thieu was 
taken up with other meetings. 


Kissinger has not given news­ 
men any indication what will be 
discussed during the two day s 
of meetings with Thieu and 
other officials, including U.S. 
m ilitary leaders. 
G o vernm e nt so urces h a ve 
said the purpose of Kissinger’s 
sudden visit is to assure Thieu 
of continued U.S. support. Oth­ 
e r sources contend Kissinger's 
mission is to persuade Thieu to- 
step down as a concession to 
the N orth Vietnamese negotia­ 
tors a t the P aris peace talks. 
There has been widespread 
speculation that Kissinger's vis­ 
it signaled a breakthrough in 
peace negotiations that he has 
been holding privately with the 
North Vietnamese in Paris. 
But the White House has cau­ 
tioned a ga ins t expe cting too 
much from the visit and press 
s e c r e ta r y Ronald L. Z iegler 
said in Washington the official 
purpose of the trip was “ for a 
general review of all aspects of 
the Vietnam problem, including 
the negotiations in Paris.” 
The presidential adviser, in 
his first visit to Saigion since 
July 4, 1971, spent nearly three 
hours earlier today conferring 
w ith U.S. A m b assad o r E ll­ 
sworth Bunker, U.S. com m and­ 
er Gen. Frederick C. Wey and 
and 7th Air Force com m ander 
Gen. John W. Vogt. 
Kissinger told a pool of re­ 
porters they conducted a “ gen­ 
eral and political review of the 
situation” during the lunchtime 
meeting. 
South V ietnam e se go vern­ 
ment sources said Thieu and 
Kissinger originally had been 
scheduled to have lunch togeth­ 
er at the Presidential Palace, 
followed by the talks. However, 
the sources said Thieu was “ too 
busy ” to make the luncheon 
and the meeting was postponed 
by mutual agreement at the 
suggestion of Thieu’s staff. 
Thieu and Kissinger met for 
more than two hours and aides 
said they would meet again 
Friday before Kissinger flies to 
Washington to report to Presi­ 
dent Nixon. Kissinger went to 
the residence of the American 
am bassador and a spokesman 
said he would spend the eve­ 
ning at a working dinner with 
U.S. officials. 
Meanwhile in Paris, Madame 
Nguy en Thi Binh, chief negotia­ 
tor of the Viet Cong delegation 
at the Vietnam peace talks, 
said today she agreed 
with 
President Nixon’s political op­ 
ponents 
th a t 
he 
m issed 
a 
chance to make peace when he 
•took office in 1969. 
Democratic vice presidential 
candidate Sargent Shriver has 
charged that President Nixon 
“ blew” a chance of ending the 
w ar a t the beginning of his 
term. Shriver w’as backed by 
former chief U.S. negotiator W. 
Averell H arrim ann and his dep­ 
uty , Cy rus Vance. 
Addressing the 155th session 
of the Vietnam talk’s sem ipub­ 
lic meetings today , 
M adame 
Binh said the United States was 
to blame for “ prolonging the

Nixon Attacks 
Salinger Talks 


WASHINGTON (UPI» —T he 
White House expressed concern 
today th a t co ntacts betw een 
George S. 
McGovern's re pre ­

ons' efforts to negotiate Peace 
in Vietnam.

Ziegler stopped short, however,

McGovern representative, and 
the North Vietnamese negotia­ 
tors had indeed ham pered the 
negotiations. 
“We do not know what was 
said,” Ziegler responded when 
asked if any harm had been 
done.

D em o c ratic 
presidential nominee, declined 
President Nixon's invitation for 
briefings on top secret informa­ 
tion about the negotiations and 
other national security m atters. 
In such situations, Ziegler said, 
there was alway s the risk of 
so m e th ing being said th a t 
would be dam aging to the bar­ 
gaining. 
“ Talks a re taking place both 
in p ub lic and in private and we 
feel this ty pe of contact from 
representatives of the opposi­ 
tion candidate could jeopardize 
the

achieve a peaceful settlement 
in Vietnam," Ziegler said. 


“ The President has responsi­ 
bility to pursue these negotia­ 
tions. We are doing that. So are 
we concerned when this ty pe of 
activity takes place.” 
it was the first White House 
reaction to disclose that Salin­ 
ger contacted the North Viet­ 
nam ese as McGovern's person­ 
al 
em issary to ask for the 
release of American prisoners. 
McGovern, who first appeared 
to deny and then confirm Salin­ 
ge r’s activity in his behalf, said 
it was an effort to encourage 
the North Vietnamese to pro­ 
ceed with meaningful negotia­ 
tions and not wait until the 
N ovember elections.

Ziegler reacted to the Demo­ 
cratic nominee s activities after 
ta lk ing with Nixon who is 
spending the week at Camp 
David, the presidential retreat 
in western Mary land. 
He will meet Saturday eve­ 
ning and Sunday with Henry A. 
Kissinger, bis chief national se­ 
curity affairs adviser, who m et 
this week in Paris with the two 
chief North Vietnamese nego­ 
tiators, Le Due Tho and Xu an 
Thuy , and is now in Sa ig o n 
conferring with South Vietnam­ 
e s e P re s id e nt S g u v cn Van 
Thieu.

Passes; Taxes Rise

The Larkspur City Council 
last night adopted a final budg­ 
et for 3972-73 about 45 per cent 
larger than the previous y ear 
and req uiring an 8 .5-eent in­ 
crease in the tax rate for Lark­ 
spur residents and a 15-cent 
increase for Greenbrae taxpay ­ 
e rs. (A nother L a rk s pur City 
Council story , page 20.» 


The tax rate of $1.9 8 per $100 
assessed valuation for Larkspur 
(in Larkspur Sanitary District» 
and $1.48 for Greenbrae <in 
Sanitary District 1 com pares to 
rates of $1.8 9 5 and $1.33 the 
previous y ear. 


The budget total of $1,48 2.9 08 , 
for 1972-73 compares to $1.016,- 
560 for 1971-72; 


When the preliminary budget 
was presented in June for $ 1,- 
475,127, City Mgr. Kent B. Ba­ 
thurst predicted it would re ­ 
q uire a tax rate increase of 42.5 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. The lower tax increase 
was possible, Bathurst said to­ 
day , because of additional reve­ 
nues, including $35.000 from the 
Schultz Foundation toward the 
police facility , and the city ’s 
new bedroom tax. 
The exact total of this y ea r’s 
budget was never stated at last 
night's council meeting. Coun- 
cilmen m erely passed a resolu­ 
tion setting the figure of $701,- 
9 53 to be raised from property 
taxes.

New Flap Arises 
In Welfare Area 


SACRAMENTO (UPD -The 
Regan administration yester­ 
day adopted disputed “ emer­ 
gency” regulations legal aid 
attorneys contended will cut 
back cash grants to pregnant 
welfare mothers. 


Officials of the state Depart 
ment of Social Welfare insisted, 
on the other hand, that the new 
rules merely “ clarify” existing 
procedures governing how 
much additional aid an expect­ 
ant mother is entitled to. 


The regulations were filed 
with Secretary' of State’s office 
as “ emergency” rules, mean­ 
ing they take effect immediate­ 
ly. The California Welfare 
Rights Organization last week 
filed a court suit seeking to 
block their implementation. 


The suit contends that cur­ 
rent law requires that an un­ 
born child of a welfare mother 
is entitled to the same full 
benefits as any other child. 


Under the new regulations, 
the expectant w'elfare mother 
would receive an extra $9 a 
month for her nutrition needs 
and an additional $10 increase 
to spend as she pleased. For 
instance, she could spend it for 
baby clothes. 


The regulations make no 
provision for increasing the 
grant based on what the unborn 
child would receive after birth 
for housing, utility, food and 
clothing needs. It maintains 
that the pregnant mother ful­ 
fills those needs. 


“ The regulations provide that 
under no circumstance shall the 
mother receive a lesser grant 
after pregnancy than before 
pregnancy” , said Ronald Zum- 
brun, the department legal af­ 
fairs directory. 


He said the woman still will 
receive Medi-Cal benefits, food 
stamps and the full cash grant 
apart from the unborn. He said 
a woman with no other children 
still could become eligible by 
virtue of pregnancy for Aid to 
Families w’ith Dependent Chil­ 
dren and a base grant of $115 a 
month, plus the extra $19 pro­ 
vided by the new regulations. 
But legal aid attorney Jay 
Allen Eisen of San Francisco 
said that “ every pregnant 
mother receiving the full grant 
now would be cut back” under 
the regulations. 
He said with the exception of 
Shasta he knew of no counties 
that had been deducting from 
the grant sums intended for the 
unborn baby’s housing, utilities, 
food and clothing “ needs.”

The issue was brought to a 
head on a Shasta County Supe­

The state welfare department 
said Shasta was the only county 
to go so far in reducing the 
welfare grant below the moth­ 
er’s previous level and said the 
local welfare department had 
“ visinterpreted” state regula­ 
tions. 


Zumbrun said the agency's 
newest set of rules “ meets all 
the requirements of the Superi­ 
or Court proceeding in Shasta 
County” and that the county 
court “ went on record that 
these procedures are appropri­ 
ate but should be clarified."

Bank Exec

Jones is a vice president in 
the head office of Wells Fargo 
Bank in San Francisco and is a 
former president of Fam ily 
Service Agency of Marin. 
The suit asks the court to 
make a property settlement, 
including the couple's home at 
f>0 Upland Road in Kentfield 
and considerable securities and

Delegates representing 42.000 
striking longshoremen voted by 
a 53-30 m ajority in London 
Wednesday to end the strike. 
It had closed down every 
major port in the country, 
forced the government to take 
emergency powers and. accord­ 
ing to government estimates, 
cost at least $875 million in lost 
exports.

Jack Jones, head of the 1.7 
million member Transport and 
General Workers Union, to 
which most longshoremen be­ 
long. said the strike would end 
at midnight (7 p.m. EDTi Sun­ 
day. 


But the decision sparked vio­ 
lent protests from militants. 


Scores of angry strikers in­ 
vaded the conference hall, 
punched and abused dockers 
leaders and 
knocked down 
Jones himself. 
In the street 
outside they fought running bat­ 
tles with police. 


Voting on the back-to-work 
decision began at seaports 
throughout the country Thurs­ 
day. 


At Tilbury, on the Thames 
estuary, more thdn 2,500 out of 
3,000 longshoremen voted to re­ 
turn to work Monday. Their 
lead was followed by thousands 
of dockers at Southampton. 
C ard iff, Felixstow e. Po rts­ 
mouth. I^eith and other smaller 
ports. 


But in I/indon where 10.00C 
dockers were to vote Friday, 
union officials predicted a ma­ 
jority would vote to carry on 
the walkout.

POWs: U.S. Hinders Mail Flow 


WASHINGTON (UPI>—Amer- 
ican prisoners of war inter­ 
viewed by Ramsey Clark near 
Hanoi last week expressed 
fears the U. S government was 
making it difficult for them to 
exchange mail with their fami­ 
lies. 


“ It just seems it is possible 
our government is making it 
extremely difficult for our fam­ 
ilies, our folks, to write us and 
to receive mail from us, which 
is hard to believe,” one prison­ 
er told the former Democratic 
attorney general. 


The prisoner was not identi­ 
fied by name, but his remarks 
were recorded in a two-hour 
conversation Clark said he had 
with 10 U. S. captives Aug. 10 


Burger Proposal 
Dismays Wilkins 


NEW YORK (UPI>—NAACP 
executive director Roy Wilkins 
said 
Wednesday he was 
alarmed by Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger’s proposal to 
abolish three-judge federal 
courts which, Wilkins claimed, 
would “ mean unconscionable 
delays in Negro civil rights 
cases.” 
“ The three-judge federal 
court statute has been a princi­ 
pal vehicle on which minorities 
have resisted oppressive state 
legislative and administrative 
actions,” Wilkins said. 


when Clark was in North Viet­ 
nam. 
ABC News broadcast high­ 
lights from the session in a 
special radio program Wednes­ 
day. 
All of the prisoners whose 
voices were recorded on the 
tape told Clark they had been 
well treated by the North Viet­ 
namese. 
They said they spent their 
time exercising, cleaning their 
quarters, gardening or reading 
and mentioned they had started 
a bridge tournament. Their 
reading material included the 
“ Pentagon Papers.” One said 
they had to take shelter three to 
five times a day because of 
American air raids. 
And one expressed fear 
“ small antiwar action” some of 
the prisoners had taken would 
bring retaliation against them 
when they are repatriated. 
The captives identified them­ 
selves by name on the tape 
when they told of their treat­ 
ment. but they were not identi­ 
fied when they talked about the 
mail problem. 
One man said he went the 
first two years of his captivity 
without receiving mail He said 
the prisoners were allowed to 
write letters once a month and 
were assured by the North Viet­ 
namese that the letters were 
sent. 
“ The system they use is such 
that we can’t help but believe 
them,” the prisoner said. “And 


yet from all indications our 
wives or families aren’t receiv­ 
ing this mail, or very little of 
it.” 
The prisoners asked that 
their 
relatives 
send 
mail 
through the Committee for Liai­ 
son with Families of Captured 
Americans (COLFAM.) 
“ I am sure our government is 
telling them not to use it »COL- 
FAM)” , one prisoner said. “ In 
fact we know they are. 
"They try to discourage our 
families from using COLFAM 
service, yet that is the only way 
to assure the communications 
hack and forth, whatever we do 
get.” 


“ The packages seem to come 
through.” one prisoner said “ It 
is the mail that seems to be 
difficult going N)th ways, and I 
don’t know if there is anything 
that can be done about it. be­ 
cause I just can’t help but 
believe our government is 
putting its foot in the door 
someplace.” 
The Pentagon said today it 
does not handle mail that goes 
through regular international 
postal channels It also said the 
Geneva convention allows ev­ 
ery POW to send and receive a 
minimum of two letters and 
four cards per month. 
“ We have kept the families of 


our men fully informed of all 
instructions or restrictions set 
forth by the other side relating 
to both the form of mail and the 
channels for transmitting it. 
the Pentagon said. “To repeat, 
the government of the U.S. has 
done nothing to impede the flow 
of mail between our men and 
their families.” 
Mail to the prisoners is rout-^ 
ed through Moscow. About a, 
year ago the Postal Service 
announced that the Soviet post­ 
al authorities had returned sev­ 
eral hundred packages ad­ 
dressed to prisoners which 
Moscow said Hanoi would not 
accept.

Smith predicted a large cen­ 
ter on par with foddingtown in 
Santa Rosa wou ld start con­ 
stru ction two y ears after the 
ov erpass is complete.

Novato Council, Planners Agree 


By FRANK FARRARA 
Nov ato’s city cou ncil and 
planning commission agreed 
last night that growth shou ld be 
controlled by planning and not 
by restrictions on water, sew­ 
age and u tility serv ices. 
In drawing u p the Nov ato 
area general plan, they said, 
they want dev elopment of these 
serv ices to be based on au thor­ 
ized land u se and their planning 
to follow decisions on that land 
u s. They noted past lack of city 
control or coordination of plan­ 
ning. 
Charles A. Joseph, manager 
of Nov ato Sanitary District, 
told the city officials at the 
special session to consider plan 
ning, that most decisions on 
u tilities are based on land ,,>e 
plans “in effect 
hi 
,k* time.” 


He challenged the idea, fos­ 
tered ;n some qu arters, that the 
way 
to control 
popu lation 
growth is by “somehow control­ 
ling u tility serv ice.” 
Any effo rts to control growl h 
sho uld come throu gh a “frontal 
attack” and not throu gh “back 
door’ attempts to cu rtail water 
and sewer growth Joseph said 
Planning Commissioner Rich­ 
ard L. O'Connell said. “We 
control the u ltim ate growth 
throu gh the general plan and 
zoning, bu t it’s the rate of 
growlh that nobody has a han­ 
dle on ” 
Cou ncilman Fred R. Ru egg 
said there has to be coordina­ 
tion between land u se plans and 
u tility planning, bu t the “land 
u se” shou ld determine the re­ 
qu irements for the serv ices 
“The final decision backs right 
u p to here,” he said 
Lewis E Fredrickson, assist­ 
ant Marin Cou nty flood control 
ngineer, said Nov ato Flood Con­ 
trol District staff fav ored hav ­ 
ing land u se and district deci­ 
sions made concu rrently . 
The planning problem has ar­ 
isen becau se most of the deci­ 
sions abou t “Networks” serv ing 
Nov ato, su ch as water, flood 


control, u tilitie s, railw ay s, 
roads and waste dispoal, aren't 
controlled by the city , planning 
technician Mark Williams re­ 
ported. 
The “lack of control” by the 
city cou ld be a “seriou s prob­ 
lem” in v iew of local sentiment 
for controlling the growlh of 
Nov ato, Williams said. 
In the past, he said, “there 
was little difference between 
the city ’s plans and policies 
permitted and what the ‘free 
market’ wanted to bu ild and 
was able to bu ild 
“To the degree that Hie new 
plan is re‘trii .i\e on location, 
intensity and timing of dev elop­ 
ment this lack of control will 
be a seriou s problem 
Gordon L Lee, district man­ 
ager for Western California Tel­ 
ephone Co., said, “We prov ide 
serv ice where the demand is" 
and “we re u nder obligation to 
prov ide serv ice.” 


John Zima. manager of the 
Nov ato office for Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co.. said his com­ 
pany does u se the city ’s general 
plan and bu ilding permit data 
in growth planning. 
Ru egg objected to a proposed 
policy that planning for road 
u ’ay s giv e pu blic transit “equ al 
priority ” with the au tomobile 
“ It’s impractical.” he said 
Ru egg also opposed a pro 
posed policy that bicy cle paths, 
horse trails and pedestrian 
paths be “giv en priority that 
approaches equ ality with au to- 
oriented roadway s,” in areas 
distant from freeway s. “ I don’t 
think it's realistic,” he said. 
“ You won’t get people to stop 
driv ing their cars.” 
The cou ncil adjou rned to a 
special meeting at 8 p m. Mon 
day at Nov ato Commu nity 
Hou se on plans for joint civ il 
ian-military air u se at Hamilton 
Air Force Base.

LIES ABOUT AMERICA: 'We Are All Guilty '

Better Scheduling

The scolding that Steven 
Rachal of San Rafael Meadows 
gave the Marin County Plan­ 
ning Commission this week 
brought into focus a very real 
problem in citizen participation 
in local government. 


Rachal was angry because a 
matter in which he was inter­ 
ested did not come up on the 
commission’s agenda at the 
time scheduled. When it was 
called, an hour late, he had to 
return to work and asked that 
it be put off until evening. 
Commission chairman Jack G. 
Nixon refused. Obviously, the 
commission could never get its 
work done if it postponed every 
item which someone wanted to 
talk about later. 


When Rachal returned, the 
matter had been disposed of — 
and not to his liking. That’s 
when he scolded the commis­ 
sion. 


Working people, he declared 
(and rightly) are handicapped 
because they cannot take the 
whole day off to speak on some 
matter on the commission's 
agenda — and they never know 
from 
the published schedule 
whether it will come up at the 
hour 
designatd 
(it usually 
doesn’t). Non-workers, on the 
otherhand, can sit in the meet­ 
ing all day, and be heard on 
whatever they desire to defend 
or attack. 


THIS IS A problem not only 
for the county planning com­ 
mission. but also for the board 
of supervisors. 


Both bodies genuinely want 
citizen participation, but find 
difficulty in getting it — largely

Both have tried evening 
meetings, without much suc­ 
cess. The long agendas run 
such meetings into the after­ 
midnight hours. Citizens com­ 
plain about that, too. And the 
commissioners and supervisors 
get too tired to do their jobs 
intelligently. 


The public itself — or mem­ 
bers of it — must take part of 
the blame. When a matter of 
personal interest comes up, 
John or Susie Citizen is likely 
to want to talk about it at great 
length — forgetting there are 
others to be heard, and other 
matters to be considered. This, 
more than the verbosity of the 
commissione r s 
t h e m s e 1 v e s, 
tends to foul up the schedule. 
Part of the blame must be 
put on chairmen who don’t 
know how to use the gavel and 
move a meeting along so that it 
can get things done instead of 
bogging down in endless argu­ 
ment. 


BUT THE BEST chairman, 
and the best-intentioned public, 
cannot dispose of a highly con­ 
troversial item in the same 
time allowed for a routine one. 
And often 
that’s the 
way 
they’re scheduled. So a great 
deal of the blame must be put 
on those who draw up the 
agendas. 
An effort at realistic schedul­ 
ing would pay off in better 
relations with the public, more 
public participation — and pos­ 
sibly, better government. It’s 
worth a try. 


We remember w'ith pleasure 
the bright-eyed, bouncy little

then everyone in this country is guilty, 
for the young contracted the disease of 
nihilism from the old.’’ 
The Very Rev. Francis B. Sayer Jr. 
has said that the reason for the “ parox­ 
ysm in the nation’s conscience is simply 
that Calley is all of us. He is every single 
citizen in our graceless land.” 


I COULD GO ON citing similar state­ 
ments which pin the guilty label on 
America, the American people, the Sys­ 
tem, or the Establishment. However, 
usually it is pinned on the American 
people — white, of course. A longer list of 
such quotations would clearly indicate 
that the Big Lie of America’s guilt is 
based, primarily, on a general contempt 
for the American people. 
Second, the generalized ascription of 
guilt is an attempt to rob Americans of a 
sense of the legitimacy of their existence, 
or, in a political sense, the legitimacy of 
their dissent from the minority left. 
When Henry Brandon attacks the 
American worker as “ too fat and con­ 
servative” for refusing to be influenced 
by SDS, Brandon is seeking to rob the 
American worker of his legitimate right 
to ignore SDS revolutionism. 
Third, the idea of collective guilt ex­ 
cludes the possibility of any virtue at­ 
tending upon the American people. Is 
there such a thing as collective innoc­ 
ence, collective goodness? The whole 
point of collective guilt is that it is total; 
it excludes no one from its rhetoric; it 
overrides anything and everything; there 
is no hope for salvation, or redemption; 
the verdict — extinction — is irreversible 
and beyond any appeal. 


FOURTH, THE CONCEPT of collective 
guilt is yet another example of the 
primitive mind at work. Dr. Michael 
Halberstam has diagnosed primitive man 
in a primordial culture as knowing little 
to explain natural phenomena and so 
tending “ to see all events as related to 
the sum of his group's morality.” 
Fifth, if the American people could 
only be persuaded of their collective 
guilt, those who purvey the monstrous 
Big Lie will then be able to impose their 
ideas of a restructured society on the 
country. 
Sixth, the concept of societal guilt is 
one which emerges from Sigmund Freud, 
particularly in Chapter 8 of his “ Civiliza­ 
tion and Its Discontents,” and which has 
been so politicized as to have lost all 
meaning. The increasing sense of guilt in 
modern society. Freud says, is largely 
unconscious. But according to Prof. Rog­ 
er W. Smith, the Freudian idea of socie­ 
tal unconsious guilt is “ part of the 
machinery necessary to carry out the 
central implication of Freud’s political 
thought — the reconstruction of society 
by an elite.” 
I hope it is obvious that in citing 
Professor Smith’s view’ of Freud, I am 
not remotely suggesting that the founder 
of psychoanalysis was a purveyor of the 
Big Lie of a whole people’s guilt. This is 
not what Freud was saying. 
An incisive comment on the concept of 
guilt has come from Prof. Glenn Tinder, 
who said that “ the sense of guilt, like the 
fear of death, depends on a consciousness 
of oneself as a distinct being.. . The 
development of selfhood, however, is 
necessarily at the same time the develop­ 
ment of personal responsibility. By be­ 
coming a person, one becomes vulnerable 
to conscience.” 
This definition precisely sets itself off 
from the guilt purveyors’ sweeping den­ 
unciations of the American people. For 
them, the people are a mass, not a 
collectivity of persons. As a mass, they 
have become invulnerable to conscience 
pangs — and if they are invulnerable how 
does an American then differ from a 
Nazi concentration camp commandant? 


THE GUILT PURVEYORS are selec­ 
tive in their retributive statements. Pro- 


The schism within the Democratic Par­ 
ty did not begin with the attack on Sen.

G EO RG E McGOVERN would have 
been happy to have had Larry O’Brien 
stay on as chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee. He was over­ 
whelmed by the determination of the new 
and younger leaders who had won the 
California primaries for him in the first 
instance and kept the California delega­ 
tion in his comer in the floor fight at the 
convention. They claimed the chairman­ 
ship as their reward. 
Senator McGovern later salvaged 
something from this defeat by setting 
Mr. O’Brien up in a separate office as 
head of the campaign. But in the mean­ 
time he had taken his second defeat when 
he tried to put Pierre Salinger, a veteran 
from the Kennedy administration, in as 
deputy to Mrs. Westwood. The conven­ 
tion, by that time under Westwood con­ 
trol, brushed Mr. Salinger aside in favor 
of Basil Paterson. 
In the Eagleton case it is obvious from 
the record that Mr. McGovern’s original 
inclination was to stick with his first 
teammate. But even while Mr. McGovern 
was still asserting 1,000 per cent support 
for his embattled running mate, the 
Westwood camp was running an anti- 
Eagleton campaign. They wanted him off 
the ticket. They had their way. 


fessor Tinder said that “ the sociological 
emphasis upon environment has led to 
the notion that guilt is something suf­ 
fered. rather than freely incurred, and 
that man is thus intrinsically innocent.” 
It is here that one can note the 
duplicity of the accusation. W’hen it is 
convenient, the environment can be 
blamed so that man is not responsible for 
his acts; when it is politically or intellec­ 
tually inconvenient, then man is held 
reuponsible for the world s evil. The 
latter is always more dramatic, and 
hence more congenial to pseudo-religious 
apocalyptics, for it amounts to a conspir­ 
atorial theory of society. 
There is another, a seventh reason, for 
this imposition of collective guilt on 
Americans; to turn them into a mass 
deserving of mass punishment. If the 
American people are “ guilty,” then the 
violence used against them and their 
institutions is not an example of imper­ 
sonal victimizations, but merely a fulfill­ 
ment of nemesis, of retributive justice. 


THE IDEA of mass guilt and mass 
punishment, one of the most vicious 
inventions of modem revolutionary intel- 
lectualdom, explains why workers and 
peasants have been the primary victims 
of cruelties and privations without paral­ 
lel in the actually non-revolutionary sec­ 
tor of the world in the name of the 
Revolution. 
It is taken for granted that Lenin, 
Stalin, Fidel Castro, even Nkrumah, 
must necessarily cajole, coerce, and ulti­ 
mately punish the so-called liberators of 
mankind before they can become true 
liberators. Since man is a refractory 
animal, he makes the fulfillment of 
utopian designs difficult, well-nigh impos­ 
sible. He is “ objectively" guilty; there­ 
fore. he must be punished. 
We are all sinners, of course, but for 
the totalitarian mind, some are more 
sinful than others (e.g. white construction 
workers who are transformed into a 
collective of wrong-doers as the culture 
critic moves quickly into the role of 
avenger). 
By introducing the convenient concept 
of collective guilt, the culture critic can 
both be with the people and against 
them; he can exercise his total capacities 
for love and hate; he can adore the 
innocent collectivity like Rousseau, ai}4 
he can thunder against the sinful ma.% 
like Calvin. 
, 
Guilt has. thus, a double standard, and 
although every effort is made to disguise 
this, the hypocrisy and finally the ethical 
meaninglessness or nihilism breaks 
through. 


PRO F. KEN N ETH MIN’OGUE has 
dealt with what he has called “ the 
fashionable idea of national guilt.” which 
gives the appearance of “ intellectual 
profundity, but its real effect is to 
destroy moral judgment altogether.” As 
he put it: 
“ If everybody is guilty, then, logically, 
no one is guilty. . . Either behavior is 
explained in scientific terms as the effect 
of causes, in which case it makes no 
sense to add such terms as ‘guilt’ at all, 
or else the behavior is treated as the 
moral decision of the people directly 
involved, in which case responsibility 
cannot be extended beyond this circle.” 
The Big Lie that tne American people 
are “ guilty” is a piece of what has beerf 
called “ Herrenvolkism.” It is part of the 
treason of an intellecutal faction whicji 
seeks to barbarize the American mimfc 
by asserting a seigneurial contempt fax 
men and women whom they have ex­ 
pelled from a common fellowship. 
Or perhaps it is they who have expelled 
themselves from this fellowship.

Great Break For Gun Lovers; 
Rent It, Use It, And Return It 


197 1 Explosion Has 
Continuing Impact 


WASHINGTON - The Senate 
passed a new gun-control bill 
last week, which some observ­ 
ers consider worse than no bill 
at all. Any serious attempt at 
handgun registration was gut­ 
ted, and Senate gun-lovers ever 
managed to repeal a 1968 gun 
law controlling the purchase of 
.2 rimfire ammunition. 
After the Senate got finished 
with its work on the gun-control 
bill. I received a telephone call 
from my friend Bromley Hurts, 
who told me he had a business 
proposition to discuss with me. 
I met him for lunch at a pistol 
range in Maryland. 


“I THINK I’VE got a fantas­ 
tic idea,” he said. “ I want to 
start a new business called 
‘‘Hurts Rent-A-Gun.’ v 
“ What on earth for?” I 
asked. 
“ There are a lot of people in 
this country who only use a 
handgun once or twice a year, 
and they don't want to go to all 
the expense of buying one. So 
we'll rent them a gun for a day 
or two. By leasing a firearm 
from us, they won't have to tie 
up all their money.” 
“ That makes sense,” I admit­ 
ted: 
“ Say a guy is away from 
home on a trip, and he doesn’t 
want to carry his own gun with 
him. He can rent a gun from us 
and then return it when he's 
finished with his business.”

Watts Festival 
Opens To Crowd 


LOS ANGELES (UPD-About 
400 persons Wednesday attend­ 
ed the opening day of the an­ 
nual Watts Summer festival, a 
black community cultural fair 
begun after the riots of August, 
3965. 
It was the seventh annual 
edition of the festival. The six- 
day riot, one of the most seri­ 
ous of the race-related out­ 
bursts of the 1960s, took 34 
lives, injured 1,032 persons, 
caused $40 million in damage 
and led to 3,952 arrests. 
The highlight of the festival is 
a parade Sunday, with compos­ 
er Isaac Hayes as the grand 
marshal.

We were pretty sure 
the Senate and the White House 
would not do anything about 
strong gun control, especially 
during an election year. But we 
didn't want to invest a lot of 
money until we were certain 
they would all chicken out.”

SACRAMENTO <AP> - A one 
paragraph alert rang bells on 
teletype machines throughout 
Los Angeles on a summer night 
last year, tipping reporters that 
an explosion 
had ripped 
through a San Fernando Valley 
water tunnel. 


Hours later the details of the 
Svlmar Tunnel blast began 
trickling in and by the time 
rescue crews had carried out 
all the construction workers’ 
bodies, 17 men were known 
dead. 
The reverberations from that 
June 24,1971. explosion at 12:50 
a.m. had their effect in Sacra­ 
mento on the California legis­ 
lature. 


Legislators first held an in­ 
vestigation of the explosion it­ 
self. then expanded their sights 
to look at the state agency 
responsible for safety at such 
construction locations — the 
State Division of Industrial 
Safety. 
The Legislature's recess Aug. 
4 left this record: two of the 
officials running the division 
had quit since the investiga­ 
tions started and neither of the 
two major bills aimed at chang­ 
ing the division had won final 
passage. 
Assemblyman Jack Fenton, a 
Montebello Democrat who 
chaired the special Assembly 
investigating committee that 
looked into the division, has 
said he will continue to push his 
industrial safety bill in Novem­ 
ber. 
When his proposal was before 
the Assembly, Fenton told fel­ 
low legislators, “ I urge an aye 
vote on this measure to get 
industrial safety back to what it 
should be — protecting the 
workingman.” 
Both the Fenton bill and a 
tunnel safety measure authored 
by Assemblyman Jim Keysor, 
D-Granada Hills, are sitting in 
the Senate Finance Committee 
after winning Assembly pas­ 
sage. 
The Fenton bill would insti- ; 
tute a system of criminal and 
civil penalties for violations of j 
state safety orders. The Keysor j 
bill would rate the state’s mines | 
and tunnels on a danger scale : 
and would require more safety j 
precautions at the more dan­ 
gerous sites. 
The Assembly investigation 
that spawned the two bills ques­ 
tioned the quality of work done 
by the Division of Industrial 
Safety and its chief. Jack Hat­ 
ton, quit at their close. William 
Hern, director of the Depart­ 
ment of Industrial Relations 
and Hatton’s boss, quit his post 
in June — several months after

MYSTIC, Conn — Hands all 
around is the name of a quilt 
pattern which was based on a 
well-known square-dance for­ 
mation. Hands All Around also 
is the name of a thriving little 
shop here on Wharam Wharf as 
well as the small cottage indus­ 
try supporting it which converts 
antique quilts into heirloom pil­ 
lows. 
Audrey Greenfield is the 
brains and the flair behind this 
business which finds new life 
for damaged old quilts that can 
no longer be used as coverings 
or wall hangings. She cuts out 
the 'till intact quilt blocks — in 
all their infinite variety of pat­ 
tern. fabric and color — and, 
with the help of her 14 local 
needle experts, fashions them 
into decorative pillows with 
real nostalgic charm. 
It all started about a year 
ago. when Mrs. Greenfield and 
a friend. Phyllis Haders, were 
admiring their growing quilt 
collections. They both were fas­ 
cinated by the designs and tech­ 
niques of quilting, and both 
concluded that quiltmaking 
was. indeed, a prime example 
of American folk art. 


NOTING THAT many of their 
quilts had partial damage, they 
decided to make pillows from 
“ fragments'* or good portions,

to sell as decorative accesso­ 
ries. They thought they’d make 
and sell “ a few hundred” as a 
nice winter s pastime. 
Their first pillows came from 
a quilt design called hands all 
around, a title which stuck 
when 
their 
idea 
suddenly- 
caught the fancy of store buy­ 
ers from Bendel’s and Aber­ 
crombie and Fitch to Saks Fifth 
Avenue in New York And Dec­ 
orator's Walk showrooms in 
Chicago, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco asked to represent 
them as a source for interior 
decorators. 
The little business that had 
begun as a lark in Mrs. Green­ 
field s bedroom shortly flowed 
over her entire house, and was 
moved eventually into an emp­ 
ty building at the Noank ship­ 
yard at the mouth of the Mystic 
River. There, the women would 
cut up quilts, assemble fillings' 
and linings and bindings, and 
pass them out to a corps of 
local needleworkers to be as­ 
sembled by hand. 
The 14 seamstresses are 
mostly young housewives and 
mothers who enjoy working at 
home on the pillows <and now 
skirts and place mats, as well) 
so they can keep house and 
mind their children as they 
earn extra dollars. 
Now Mrs Greenfield, a form­ 
er interior decorator, as well as 
the owner of a nearby antique 
shop, is the sole owner of this 
“ cottage industry." Her list of 
store outlets continues to ex­ 
pand, including I. Magnin in 
San 
Francisco. 
M arshall 
Field’sin Chicago, the May Co. 
in Cleveland, Jordan Marsh in 
Boston, and Burdine's in Mi­ 
ami. 
She does all designing, selec­ 
tion of quilts and lining fabrics, 
and checks out the materials 
and the finished products back 
into what her workers choose to 
call the •‘pillory."

LONDON, 
England —I ’m 
sure nearly every parent has 
had his educational suggestions 
rudely treated by some school 
authority who professes not on­ 
ly to know what was “ best’’ for 
his child, but even to know 
more about the child than the 
parent does. 
This attitude by education au­ 
thorities is probably the cause 
of more parent-school friction 
than any other problem. 
A group here called the Cam­ 
den Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of State Education 
makes an interesting compari­ 
son between changes in the 
environment and changes in 
school policies. 
Before a housing area can 
become commercial or before a 
change can be made in a local 
road, the following steps must 
be taken: 
“ Publish plan and display it 
publicly in libraries, town hall, 
and other public places. 
“ Have available the forms on 
which to make objections to­ 
gether with full information 
about the correct procedure for 
doing so. 
“ Hold a public inquiry if nec­ 
essary at which objectors can 
give evidence and call witness­ 
es.’’ And finally: 
“ New plan announced as 
adopted or modified in the light 
of objections.” 


THIS IS contrasted with a 
new plan introduced this year 
for the transfer of children in 
London from primary to sec­ 
ondary schools. As the associa­ 
tion explains, the transfer inti­ 
mately affects all children and 
often causes great anxiety 
among parents. 
Yet, there was no publishing 
of the plan, no form 011 which to 
register objections or suggest 
modifications, and no public 


meetings for the exchanging of 
information or arguments 
Unfortunately thi> is too often 
the case when policy changes 
affect schoolchildren. School 
administrators and teachers 
may decide to make a rather 
fundamental change in the 
method of teaching, or the cur­ 
riculum offerings, or the way 
children are grouped, etc., and 
do so in isolation. 
School authorities argue that 
their task is so professional and 
complicated that mere students 
and parents would not be able 
to contribute meaningfully to 
the discussion. But tin* argu­ 
ment does not hold up, especial­ 
ly in the light of most town and 
city ordinances which state 
that, for example, a widening of 
a road calls for public notice 
and dialogue. 


P A R E N T S C E R T A I N L Y 
know a great deal more about 
the education of children than 
they do about highwav engi­ 


neering. It is incumbent, there 
fore, on the civil authorities 
that they explain why they pro­ 
pose any specific changes. 


And the same courtesy should 
he given parents regarding all 
proposed educational changes. 
Since this is not the rule now. 
certainly not in England or the 
United States, parents are 
going to have to call for a new 
procedure on proposed policy 
changes. 


As the Camden Association 
states in its Guide to the Selec­ 
tion of Children for Inner I/on- 
don Secondary Schools in 1972 
“ It the public understands the 
reasons for changes, it will 
accept them more willingly.” It 
may be necessary for the public 
to ri fuse to go along with 
changes until there has been a 
public meeting and an explana­ 
tion including provision for the 
airing of objections

SACRAMENTO (UPI> - Leg­ 
islative Analyst A. Alan Post 
says passage of the Watson 
property tax limitation in No­ 
vember would cause a $1.3 bil­ 
lion revenue gap for state and 
local governments. 
In his latest analysis of the 
initiative, Post said the propos­ 
al would cause state revenue to 
increase by $1.8 billion but that 
spending would go up $2.2 bil­ 
lion. leaving an annual gap of 
$4<K) million. 
Last fall Post forecast a $696 
million loss in state revenue 
would result with passage of 
the measure, compared with 
the $4(X> loss he now predicts. 
In his new report, Post said 
the impact on state revenues 
would be less than he previous­ 
ly predicted due to recent 
changes in tax laws, improved 
economic conditions and a.one- 
year delay in the proposed ef­ 
fective date of the initiative. 
The Watson measure, which 
will be before California voters 
in the November election, 
would impose a $7 per $100 
assessed valuation limit on 
property taxes and provide for 
other drastic changes in state 
and local taxes.

TOO MANY COMMERCIALS 


Massachusetts Mothers Fight 
To Give Children Better TV 


By ALEXANDER HIGGINS 


NEWTON. Mass. <AP 
— A 
four-year-old fight by a group 
of M a s sa c h u se tts m o th er s 


aimed at improving the quality 
of the television programs their 
children watch has forced re­ 
moval of prayers from orange 


juice commercials and ca ncel­ 
lation of certain vitamin pill 
advertising. 


There have been other victo­ 
ries for the mothers, who call 
th em selv es A ction for Chil­ 
dren's T elevision —A C T—but 
they sa y their children still see 
too many commercials and pro­ 
gra m s to which they should not 
be subjected. 


“ It’s time for America to 
realize children are special in 
the TV they wa tch,” Peggy 
Charren, ACT chairman, said 
in an interview. 


And to that end the group is 
continuing its campaign for an 
end to commercials on chil­ 
dren's programs and an im ­ 
provement in network program­ 
ming. 


ACT. a privately funded pres­ 
sure group, has been to hat 
severa l times 
before federal 


agencies. Last fall they told the 
F edera l Tra de C om m ission— 
FTC—and Federal Communica­ 
tions 
Commission—FCC—that 
one commercial used during 


the children’s program “ Romp­ 
er Room" on one television 
station said, in part: 


“ God is great, God is good, 
let us thank him for our food: 
and now you m a y drink your 
Tropicana Orange J uice from 
the Plea sa nt Hill Dairy." 


The commercial is no longer 
shown, and the producers of the 
popula r na tionw ide progra m 
ha ve 
m a de severa l form a t 
changes. 


Another a ction 
ACT had 
sought was taken J uly 18 when 
it was announced that three 


major drug companies — Miles 
L a bora tories, 
B ristol-M yers 
and Hoffman-LaRoche — had 


agreed to withdraw vitamin pill 
ads from children’s programs 
by Oct. 1. 


At FTC hearings last year, 
ACT had said that iron-fortified 
vitamin pills were being sold on 


TV “ just like candy,” despite 
medical warnings that too 


much iron can lead to coma 
and death. 
Mrs. Charren called the a c­ 
tions of the drug companies 
“ socia lly responsible.” But she 
and other mothers, who began 
their drive on a shoestring 
budget in a living room, are far 
from satisfied with the format 
of children's television pro­ 
grams. 
They have urged the FTC and 
FCC to end all advertising on 
these programs on the grounds 
he commercials are unfair and 
misleading. 
They say they are concerned 
about the effect commercials 
have on children a s well as the 
effect commercials ha ve on the 
urograms themselves.

OPEN SPACE RECOMMENDATI ON 
Group Wants View Preserved

A Belv edere citizens commit­ 
tee on open space has recom­ 
mended the city acquire fiv e 
houses on stilts in Belv edere 
Cov e with an ey e toward ev en­ 
tually tearing them down to 
prov ide beach road motorists 
with a “ spectacular” v iew' of 
the bay . 
The com m ittee’s suggestion, 
which would open up a 27 5-foot 
strip of land, was one of sev eral 
recom m endations to create 
open space on the island or 
preserv e ex isting v iews of San 
Francisco and the bay . 
The citizens com m ittee was 
established by the council about 
fiv e weeks ago and was co­ 
chaired by architect George 
Banning and his wife, J ean. 
The group's preliminary find­ 
ings w ere subm itted to the 
council Monday night. 
The report urged the city 
council to begin negotiating 
with the Belv edere Land Co. 
which owns the fiv e houses on 
Belv edere Cov e and ev ery other 
building along the waterfront 
between Main Street and the 
San Francisco Yacht Club. 
The committee concluded the 
fiv e houses were of “ inferior 
construction” and ••will proba­ 
bly not last many more y ears.” 
Rather than allow the struc­ 
tures to be replaced by what 


m ay be larger buildings ob­ 
structing the v iew from Beach 
Road ev en more, the committee 
suggested that the city buy the 
properties. 
The committee estimated the 
fair market v alue of the land 
inv olv ed at $4(H) per front foot 
and computed the total v alue of 
the fiv e properties at about 
$110,000. 
There are ten buildings on 
B each Road betw een M ain 
Street and the y acht club. Of 
these, the com m ittee recom ­ 
mended that no action be taken 
regarding the three buildings 
closest to Main Street or the 
Farr Apartments nex t to the 
y acht club. 
The three buildings n ear 
Main Street were described in 
the report, as’ “ relativ ely new” 
and “ phy sically sound,” while 
the Farr Apartments wrere con­ 
sidered v aluable because they 
prov ide a “ buffer” between the 
newly created Vista Area and 
the utility entrance to the y acht 
club. 
The 
m iddle 
fiv e h ouses, 
which are built out onto the 
w ater, are not conv entional 
buildings, 
but are of mix ed 
ancestry and include elem ents 
of ships, arks and cottages,” 
the report concluded. 
While the committee recom­ 
mended that the city begin ne­ 


gotiations soon, it did not sug­ 
gest the houses be demolished 
immediately , 
“ If necessary ,” said the re­ 
port, “ the city might agree that 
the buildings would not be 
razed until the departure of the 
present occupants.” 
Howard Allen, v ice president 
of the Belv edere Land Co., told 
the Independent-J ournal that 
his company would be willing to 
negotiate with the city ov er the 
fiv e houses on stilts. 
“ All in all, I think the report 
is quite good,” he said. “ We are 
certainly willing to talk.” 
The com m ittee also urged the 
council to accept offers from 
the land company of two par­ 
cels of land on the island. 
The company has offered to 
dedicate to the city a sm all 
circular-shaped park at the in­ 
tersection of San Rafael Av enue 
and Beach Road. In the past, 
the city has regularly turned 
down the offer, rather than 
incur the costs of maintaining 
the property . 
The citizens committee rec­ 
ommended that the city accept 
the park and assume its m ain­ 
tenance costs because “ it is an 
anomaly for a park, which is 
enjoy ed by the entire city , to be 
owned by a priv ate interest and 
maintained at its ex pense.” 
The land company has also 


offered the city a strip of steep­ 
ly sloped cliffs on the east side 
of West Shore Road. The city 
has regularly turned down that 
offer as well, fearing financial 
liability in the ev ent of land­ 
slid e s. The undev eloped cliffs, 
which are cov ered by rocks and 
brush, hav e long been consid­ 
ered unbuildable property . 
The com m ittee su ggested 
that the city hire a soils consul­ 
tant to study the landslide po­ 
tential of the area. The group 
suggested that the city accept 
the property if the consultant 
finds that landslides are unlike­ 
ly . 
In addition, the open space 
study urged the city to “ take 
appropriate steps” to preserv e 
the v iew of San Francisco and 
Angel Island from the Winifred 
Allen Bench on Beach Road. 
Currently , Belv edere enjoy s an 
unobstructed v iew of the bay 
across two priv ately owned un­ 
dev eloped properties.

Number Of Addicts Is Rising 
Despite More Federal Concern 


WASHINGTON <ITI> — Gov­ 
ernment investigators have told 
Congress that despite a dramat­ 
ic increase in federal spending 
to combat drug abuse, the num­ 
ber of heroin addicts jumped in 
the past three years from 332,- 
000 to 559,000. 
“ Drug abuse in the United 
States is a national emergen­ 
cy.“ the General Accounting 
Office (GAO reported Wednes­ 
day. 
The GAO report to Congress 
said the government spent $65.2 
million in 1909 to battle drug 
addiction compared to $453.1 
million this year. Despite the 
increase, the report said, the 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dan­ 
gerous Drugs has estimated 
there are 237,000 more addicts 
today than in 1969. 
“ Although large amounts of 
federal, state, local and private 
funds have been expended on a 
variety of programs, drug 
abuse has not l>een curbed.” 
the agency said. The report 
noted that theft and enforce­ 
ment costs relating to crime 
committed by addicts are esti­ 
mated at $18 billion annually. 
The report also pointed out 
that although drug-related ar­ 
rests increased from 50,000 in 
1965 to 346,412 in 1870, drug 
related deaths have also been 
on the rise. 
“ The availability of narcotics 
and dangerous drugs does not

“ On the other hand, if drugs 
are dispensed free of charge, 
crime may decrease but drug 
abuse— and accidents caused 
bv it— mav increase 


Antibusing Forces 
Claim Needed Votes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD—Anti- 
busing forces claimed they had 
the votes to win House approval 
today of President Nixon's bill 
to make court ordered busing a 
last resort in school desegrega­ 
tion. 
Some 
busing advocates 
gloomily agreed with the claim. 
The measure would set guide­ 
lines for courts to ’follow in 
ordering desegregation with 
busing as a last resort. In any 
event, pupils in the sixth grade 
and below could not be bused 
past their second nearest 
school, a provision aimed at 
halting cross-town busing of 
youngsters. 
The bill would also earmark 
half of the $1 billion a year, 
already authorized in Jaw to 
help schools pay the costs of 
desegregation, for use in im­ 
proving educational offerings' in 
“ inferior” schools. 
A key provision of the Nixon 
bill, knocked out on a 19-16 vote 
by the House Education and 
Labor Committee, is expected 
to be reinstated on the floor. It 
would permit schools to go to 
court to have desegregation or­ 
ders, no matter how old or 
whether they involved busing, 
reopened and ordered to con­ 
form to the new guidelines. 


Southern forces, demanding 
reinstatement of the reopening 
clause, were also ready to push 
amendments that would have 
the effect of stopping all busing. 


Rep. Fletcher Thompson. R- 
Ga., planned an effort to in­ 
clude in the guidelines bill lan­ 
guage now in a proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment that would 
ban all busing or other transfer 
of students to achieve racial 
balance in schools. 


Rep. Joe I). Waggonner Jr., 
D-La., a leading spokesman for 
Deep South members, said he 
would propose that the “ next 
closest” school provision for 
grade scho o l pupils he applied 
across the. lxuird to junior and 
high school students as well. 
Rep. Albert If. Quic, R-Minn , 
Republican spokesman for the 
bill, said “ J ’m confident we can 
pass the President’s bill,” but 
he. said h** would oppose the 
southern proposals to eliminate 
all busing. 
Rep 
Augustus Hawkins, D- 
Calif., leader of opponents of 
the measure, said “ I ’m sure 
they have the votes to pass this 
hill. I would guess they can 
approve it by a 2-to-l margin. 
Our only hope is that the Senate 
will reject it.” 


9 -Day Gold Country Fire 


May Be Contained Today 


PORTOLA a;PD -Firefight­ 
ers weary from a nine-day bat­ 
tle against a stubborn blaze 
burning in the historic gold 
country of the Sierra hoped the 
weather would cooperate with 
them today in their struggle to 
contain the flames. 
U.S. Forest Service officials 
predicted containment today of 
the fire, which has consumed 
2,2<X) acres in two national for­ 
ests, but said the weather could 
change things. 
“ We feel rather confident 
about containment,” said Joe 
Firebaugh, Tahoe National For­ 
est information officer. “ But 
we’re a long way from con­ 
trol.” 
Firebaugh said the weather 
forecast called for lighter 
winds, which rekindled the 
blaze earlier this week after it 
had been controlled last Satur­ 
day. 
“ Arid if we get a rain here I 
think we've got this thing,” he 
said. 
The fire originally broke out 
last week during a rash of

A crew’ of 900 men, including 
“ hot shot” teams from Nevada 
and Idaho, have worked 14- 
houra-day shifts in their fight to 
contain the flames. 
Firebaugh also said three 
women who are U.S. Forest 
Service summer employees at 
one point joined the crews on 
the fire line. 
Firebaugh said the wind has 
been the primary reason for the 
difficulty in containing the fire, 
but added that “ knotty prob­ 
lems’’ in the terrain have ham­ 
pered the fight. 
“ This country was logged 
over about 75 or so years ago 
and they left stumps about 
three feet high,” he said. “ The 
fire gets in those stumps and 
you just have to go in there and 
tear those things out.”

Bandit In 
Hot Water 


DETROIT (UPD- t-A Detroit 
man who walked into a court to 
plead guilty for past holdups 
and said he had reformed was 
indicted Wednesday for robber­ 
ies he allegedly committed a 
few- hours before and after his 
reformation. 


Neil J. Welch, head of the 
Detroit F B I bureau, announced 
the arrest of Harold Dean 
Combs, 37, and Robert James 
Davis, 2b, both of Detroit, in 
connection with armed robber­ 
ies of three Detroit area banks. 


Combs was previously arrest­ 
ed April 3 for the robberies of 
numerous other banks. He was 
released on a $25.000 surety 
bond. 


The two were indicted by a 
federal grand jury in Detroit 
with armed bank robbery of the 
Bank of the Commonwealth in 
Bedford Township on Aug. 4, 
the Downriver Federal Savings 
and I/>an Association in Lincoln 
Park on Aug. 9 and the Nation­ 
al Bank of Detroit in Dearborn 
Heights on Aug. 11. 


Welch said that on Aug. 9 
about 2’ 2 hours following the 
robbery of the Downriver Fed­ 
eral Savings Band, Combs ap­ 
peared at a U.S. District Court 
in Detroit. 


“ He pleaded guilty to former 
bank charges and advised the 
judge that he had reformed,” 
Welch said. 


On Quackery In Acupuncture 


SACRAMENTO (AP> - Cali­ 
fornia lawmakers are trying to 
control instant experts in the 
mysterious Chinese medical 
technique of acupuncture. 
legislator Gordon Duffy an­ 
nounced Wednesday he planned 
hearings on acupuncture to find 
out if it should be practiced and 
regulated in the nation's most 
populous state. 


“ Acupuncture has become a 
highly marketable enterprise.” 
Duffy said. “ There are people 
travelin g the 
length 
and 
breadth of this country giving 
‘instant’ training in acupunc­ 
ture — even though practition­ 
ers in China are medical scien­ 
tists with at least six years of 
related training. 


“ It would be tragic if people 
were injured or killed by the 
unskilled use of acupuncture. It 
would be even more t^gic if 
this potentially valuable medi­ 
cal technique were to become 
discredited as a tool of medical 
quacks,” he added in a pre­ 
pared statement. 


Acupuncture involves twirling 
long needles into preselected 
parts of the body to block pain. 
Travelers to mainland China 
report it has replaced drugs as 
an anesthetic in some major 
operations. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan signed 
legislation by Duffy earlier this 
week which allows acupuncture 
to be practiced by unlicensed 


fornia medical schools for re­ 
search purposes. 
“ Acupuncture has captured 
the national imagination,’’ Duf­ 
fy said. “ The public has been 
saturated with news items 
which describe the effects of 
acupuncture treatment as being 
miraculous. The inability of our 
scientific community to explain 
why acupuncture works has on­ 
ly added to its mystical quality. 


“ The very way acupuncture 
has been introduced in this 
country may prove to be its 
undoing. Judging from the let­ 
ters I have received, people 
expect acupuncture treatments 
to result in miracles — and 
people w ho expect miracles are 
seldom satisfied,” Duffy said.

As Limited Investment

Q. Wc are interested in in­ 
creasing our retirement in­ 
come and hav e been adv ised 
to buy Telefonos de Mex ico, 
S.A. Hav e y ou any comment 
on this stock ? — J.M. 
A. These shares, which cur­ 
rently y ield 8.9 per cent are of 
interest solely for income. The 
trading range on the ADRs is 
narrow, between V/e-S7» since 
January 1371. Earnings hav e 
failed to cov er the 77.6 cents 
per share dividend in recent 
y ears, adding a somewhat spec­ 
ulativ e element to the issue. 
Shares outstanding were in­ 
creased by about three million 
in 1971, reflecting rights offer­ 
ings and continuous sale to new 
telephone subscribers. Although 
the company is publicly held, it 
operates under gov ernm ent 
franchise and participation. 
The sy stem has ex panded 85 
per cent in the past five y ears 
and is currently comprised of 
1.7 million telephones. A limited 
inv estment in this issue is war­ 
ranted. 
Q. I am considering buy ing 
100 shares of SMC Inv estment 
(OTC) at current low prices to 


add to the 1001 now hold. The 
dividend is good and asset 
value is holding up. Some day 
soon this stock should really 
go. What is vour opinion? — 
A.S. 


A. A change in the capital 
structure of SMC has been pro­ 
posed by management. Under 
the plan, y our 100 shares will be 
ex changed for 40 common and 
20 new’ .$2.40 preferred shares. 
This, in effect, would prov ide 
holders seek ing growth, or 
those desiring income, with an 
appropriate inv estment vehicle. 
At the present time SMC is 
trading a 37.5 per cent discount 
from asset v alue, one of the 
largest mark -downs in the 
closed-e d inv estment company 
group. However, this is not 
surprising, since the fund’s 
portfolio is speculativ e and in­ 
cludes a sizable proportion of 
restricted securities. 


From y our letter I gather 
that capital appreciation is 
y our paramount goal. In that. 
case, the common rather than 
preferred would he the best 
way to achiev e this aim. 


NEW YORK (AP) — When a 
store is being altered and is 
framed in scaffolding, it isn't 
uncommon to see a brightly 
painted sign announcing “ Busi­ 
ness as usual.” 
Business can't go on as usual 
of course, but no enterprising 
businessman admits that. He 
believes that a growing busi­ 
ness accepts the challenges and 
turns them to adv antage. It 
adjusts. 
On an immensely larger 
scale, it may be said that some­ 
thing of the same is occurring 
in the American business env i­ 
ronment today . It is being al­ 
tered. The rules are changing. 
The scaffolding is up — but so 
is the sign. 
The most obvious change is in 
the rules for pricing. Not long 
ago this was largely a priv ate 
matter, a decision the company 
made in its own interests, for 
its own good. 
No longer. As has been dem­ 
onstrated by an unacceptably 
high rate of inflation, price is 
public. Today ’s huge corpora­ 
tions, if left to follow the old 
rule, are fully capable of chal­ 
lenging a gov ernmental anti­ 
inflation program. 
Recognition of this has been 
made official through v arious 
gov ernment bodies, particular­ 
ly the Price Commission. But 
the change is even greater. 


Pricing therefore has become 
political too, as General Mo­ 
tors, Chry sler, Ford and Ameri­ 
can Motors understq nd fully , If 
the President doesn’t want a 
price increase y ou must consi­ 
der the conseq uences of chal­ 
lenging him. 


If y ou sit on the board 
of 
directors y ou feel a few splin­ 
ters. You might, in fact, find it 
so uncomfortable as to q uit, but 
if y ou don’t y ou at least study 
the issues before y ou sign any ­ 
thing. And y ou hav e a big 
liability insurance policy too, 
because the stock holders might 
sue y ou. 


As a director, and therefore 
as an insider, y ou may find 
y ourself in a dilemma when it 
comes to trading the company ’s 
stock . Once it was easier to 
look after y our interests; at the 
hint of bad news y ou dumped 
y our shares. 
You hav e to watch that sort 
of thing today. Inv estig ations 
into the trading activ ities of the 
Penn Central before its collapse 
hav e put the heat on the use of 
inside information for personal 
financial adv antag e. 
In Wall Street, the clamp- 
down on some of the more 
bizarre, scandalous, free-wheel­ 
ing practices has thrown a lot 


of brok erage houses out of busi­ 
ness, and those that remain 
now must run their affairs lik e 
businesses instead of games. 
In manufacturing, some com­ 
panies still hav en’t adjusted to 
the notion that they are respon­ 
sible for the safety of their 
products, but this concept is 
firmly part of the new env iron­ 
ment, as the. automak ers are 
learning. 
Business is learning also that 
a company ’s obligation isn't 
solely to mak e money for its 
stock holders. In the new env i­ 
ronment, it must avoid pollut­ 
ing. promote race and sex 
eq uality , be a good citizen. 
All this, it is said, is for the 
public good 
And while some 
companies insist it is any thing 
but that, others hav e embraced 


the public good thesis in cir­ 
cumstances that differ from 
any of those mentioned before. 
These com panies, 
accus­ 
tomed to tak ing not only prod­ 
uct orders but instructions from 
Washington, seem increasingly 
to feel that they should also 
rely on Washington to bail them 
out financially . For the sak e of 
national security , jobs, inv es­ 
tors — for the public good, that 
is. 
Most com panies, howev er, 
appear to be adjusting nicely , if 
y ou can judge from the finan­ 
cial statements being issued 
and, in general, y ou can, not­ 
withstanding loose accounting 
practices soon to be tightened. 
T here’s 
scaffolding 
all 
around, y es, but that sign is 
hanging too.

To Europe Auto Market

WOLFSBURG, GERMANY — 
After scoring a massiv e success 
in the U.S. auto and truck 
mark et, the Japanese appear 
on the v erge of mak ing a major 
sales effort in Europe. 
At stak e is a large and grow­ 
ing mark et, which is being met 
at present by the European 
carmak ers themselv es and by 
U.S. firms with production fa­ 
cilities ov erseas, such as Ford 
of Europe, General Motors, and 
Chry sler. 
Up tonow the Japanese manu­ 
facturers —• Toy ota and Nissan 
mainly — hav e been probing 
the edges hut they hav e not 
tried to pierce in strength the 
v ehicle-m anufacturing coun­ 
tries of Britain, France, Italy , 
and West Germany . 
Already the Japanese are 
strong in Norway , Switzerland, 
Finland, and Belgium. Now, to 
the consternation of European 
car builders, they are negotiat­ 
ing in Eastern Europe for as­ 
sembly plants, notably in Hun­ 
gary . which would prov ide 
entree to West Europe without 


the long boat journey from 
J a ­ 
pan. All the Japanese would 
hav e to do is turn out the ears 
and pump them to the West. 
After seeing the burgeoning 
success of the Rising Sun in the 
U.S., European automak ers are 
understandably on edge. In F r­ 
ance, for ex ample, government- 
owned Renault has cut back on 
v isits by Japanese to its facto­ 
ries. 
As one Renault man told me. 
“ Many large groups of 
J a p a ­ 
nese were touring the assembly 
and engine plants and we said: 
'Look here, there are too 
many .’ They still come but not 
in such large numbers,’’he not­ 
ed. 
“The Japanese would, in 
ef­ 
fect, pick our brains — get all 
the information they could,” he 
went on, “ but when we ask ed 
questions about J apanese prob­ 
lems in producing and shipping 
cars, there was silence. Noth­ 
ing.” 
So far the Japanese aren't 
doing much in France but they 
are willing to wait.

Suddenly, and without warn­ 
ing. the air force jets attacked 
the plane with Hassan and his 
retinue aboard, wounding some 
of the passengers. 


Once the plane wras on the 
ground, the rebel pilots appar­ 
ently learned that the king was 
not wounded at all, and re­ 
newed their a ttack , strafin g 
and rocketing the hall reserved 
for arriving dignitaries. 


The king escaped injury in 
the air terminal attack by hid­ 
ing in a nearby clum p of 
bushes, but the governm ent 
said eight M oroccans w ere 
killed and 47 wounded in the 
attacks which left part of the 
airport building in shambles 
and automobiles in the parking 
lot exploding in flames.

In Saigon Meeting 


No Clues 
On Content 
Of Talks 


SAIGON 
(UPI) 
— 
President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger met today for 
their first Vietnam talks 
in more than a year. 
They smiled and joked 
for newsmen but gave 
no clue whether Kissin­ 
ger was here to dump 
Thieu or pat him on the 
back. 
The South Vietnamese said 
they had been supposed to m eet 
at lunch but that Thieu was 
‘‘too busy.” The A m ericans 
said this was not a snub and 
that reports Kissinger had been 
given a cool reception w eren’t 
true either—that the 20-hour 
delay before he saw’ Thieu was 
taken up with other meetings. 


Kissinger has not given news­ 
men any indication what will be 
discussed during the two days 
of meetings with Thieu and 
other officials, including U.S. 
m ilitary leaders. 
G overnm ent sources have 
said the purpose of Kissinger’s 
sudden visit is to assure Thieu 
of continued U.S. support. Oth­ 
er sources contend Kissinger’s 
mission is to persuade Thieu to- 
step down as a concession to 
the North Vietnamese negotia­ 
tors at the Paris peace talks. 
There has been widespread 
speculation that Kissinger’s vis­ 
it signaled a breakthrough in 
peace negotiations that he has 
been holding privately with the 
North Vietnamese in Paris. 
But the White House has cau­ 
tioned ag ain st expecting too 
much from the visit and press 
se c re ta ry Ronald L. Z iegler 
said in Washington the official 
purpose of the trip was “ for a 
general review of all aspects of 
the Vietnam problem, including 
the negotiations in Paris.” 
The presidential adviser, in 
his first visit to Saigion since 
July 4, 1971, spent nearly three 
hours earlier today conferring 
w ith U.S. A m bassador E ll­ 
sworth Bunker, U.S. command­ 
er Gen. Frederick C. Weyand 
and 7th Air Force commander 
Gen. John W. Vogt. 
Kissinger told a pool of re­ 
porters they conducted a “ gen­ 
eral and political review of the 
situation” during the lunchtime 
meeting. 
South V ietnam ese govern­ 
ment sources said Thieu and 
Kissinger originally had been 
scheduled to have lunch togeth­ 
er at the Presidential Palace, 
followed by the talks. However, 
the sources said Thieu was “too 
busy” to make the luncheon 
and the meeting was postponed 
by mutual agreement at the 
suggestion of Thieu’s staff. 
Thieu and Kissinger met for 
more than two hours and aides 
said they would meet again 
Friday before Kissinger flies to 
Washington to report to Presi­ 
dent Nixon. Kissinger went to 
the residence of the American 
am bassador and a spokesman 
said he would spend the eve­ 
ning at a working dinner with 
U.S. officials. 
Meanwhile in Paris, Madame 
Nguyen Thi Binh. chief negotia­ 
tor of the Viet Cong delegation 
at the Vietnam peace talks, 
said today she agreed with 
President Nixon's political op­ 
ponents th a t he m issed a 
chance to make peace when he 
•took office in 1969. 
Democratic vice presidential 
candidate Sargent Shriver has 
charged that President Nixon 
‘‘blew” a chance of ending the 
w ar at the beginning of his 
term .

Big Larkspur Budget 
Passes; Taxes Rise

The Larkspur City Council 
last night adopted a final budg­ 
et for 1972-73 about 45 per cent 
larger than the previous year 
and requiring an 8.5-cent in­ 
crease in the tax rate for Lark­ 
spur residents and a 15-cent 
increase for Greenbrae taxpay­ 
ers. (A nother L arkspur City 
Council story, page 20.) 


The tax rate of $1.98 per *100 
assessed valuation for Larkspur 
(in Larkspur Sanitary District 
and $1.48 for Greenbrae 
in 
Sanitary District 1 compares to 
rates of $1.895 and .$1.33 the 
previous year. 


The budget total of $1,482.908, 
for 1972-73 compares to $1,016,- 
560 for 1971 72. 


When the preliminary budget 
was presented in June for $1- 
475,127, City Mgr. Kent B. Ba­ 
thurst predicted it would re­ 
quire a tax rate increase of 12.5 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. The lower tax increase 
was possible, Bathurst said to­ 
day. because of additional reve­ 
nues, including $35,000 from the 
Schultz Foundation toward the 
police facility, and the city’s 
new bedroom tax. 
The exact total of this year’s 
budget was never stated at last 
night's council meeting. Coun- 
cilmen merely passed a resolu­ 
tion setting the figure of $701,- 
953 to be raised from property 
taxes.

They 
were drawn up by an ABA 
committee headed by retired 
California Chief Justice Roger 
J. Tray nor. Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice Potter Stewart is a mem­ 
ber. 


Under the rules, a judge must 
disqualify himself in any pro­ 
ceedings in which he has a 
financial interest, “ however 
small " He is required to re­ 
frain from engaging in business 
and from financial activities 
that might render him less than 
impartial. 


The rules are more relaxed 
than those adopted at the be­ 


hest of former Chief Justice 
Karl Warren following the 
hasty resignation under a cloud 
of Supreme Court Justice Abe 
Fortas in 1969. 


Under the strict Warren 
rules, judges had to obtain per­ 
mission from their colleagues 
for extra judicial services and 
were obliged to file confidential 
.reports of investment earnings. 


didate George McGovern de­ 
nounced th*1 veto and declared 
it a campaign issue. 
“ Mr. Nixon has a confused 
set of values when he said it is 
reckless to spend $1.8 billion 
more to meet the health, educa­ 
tion and human needs of this 
country, but contends it is de­ 
sirable to spend over $-1 billion 
more on the Pentagon next 
year." McGovern said in a 
statement issued in Springfield, 
111 , where he was campaigning. 
Sen. Edward M Kennedy. D- 
Mass, asserted, “ The Presi­ 
dents veto once again has dem­ 
onstrated his insensitivity to the 
nation’s priorities in health, ed­ 
ucation and programs affecting 
the elderly.” 


But in the House, some rank­ 
ing Democrats disagreed with 
their leaders’ denunciation of 
the veto. 


"The bill is higher than can 
be justifi***! under the conditions 
prevailing in this country,” said 
Texas Democrat George II. Ma­ 
hon. chairman of the Appro­ 
priations Committee. 


In his veto message, Nixon 
said the government cannot af­ 
ford to spend the $30.5 billion 
appropriated for the Labor and 
Health, Education and Welfare 
departments. 


The spending “just cannot be 
done without more taxes or 
more inflation, both of which I 
am determined to avoid,” he 
said. 


The bill carried funds for th*“ 
fiscal year which began last 
July 1 and its demise leaves the 
two departments operating at 
last year’s level of spending. 


The vetoed measure con­ 
tained about $800 million more 
than the President asked for 
education, including special al­ 
lotments for poverty-area 
schools. 


The health allotments exceed­ 
ed his budget by about $900 
million. Included were extra 
funds for research at the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health, men- 
tal-health care and hospital 
construction grants. 
Nixon also vetoed the HEW- 
Labor spending bill in 1969 and 
was upheld by the House.

Salinger Role Confusion 


Reagan Axes Change 


For Gas Sales Tax 


SPRINGFIELD. III. *UPI>— 
Son. George McGovern has ac­ 
cepted the endorsement of 
former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson in an arms length rec- 
onciliatioc between two bitter 
enemies in the Democratic Par­ 
ty 


Johnson announced from his 
Texas ranch Wednesday that he 
would vote for McGovern and 
the rest of the Democratic tick­ 
et despite his deep differences 
with the presidential nominee 
over the war in Vietnam and 
other foreign policy issues. 
McGovern said he “ welcomed” 
the endorsement and said he 
and Johnson were united in a 
bid to retire President Nixon 
from the White House. 


McGovern headed to Wiscon­ 
sin today after what he called 
“ a marvellously unifiying'’ 
thrust into Illinois that failed to 
produce the reunion that had 
been billed between him and 
Mayor Richard J. Daley of 
Chicago. 


Daley’s postponement of the 
scheduled meeting and two 
statements by McGovern about 
contacts with North Vietnamese 
negotiators in Paris diverted 
attention from McGovern’s per­ 
son-to-person tour. 


Johnson’s endorsement had 
been expected for several 
weeks, although McGovern was 
a leader of the Senate antiwar 
bloc whoso criticism of John­ 
son's Vietnam policies forced 
the Texan to relinquish a sec­ 
ond term. 
McGovern’s statements on 
the Vietnam negotiations were 
a result of a trip to Paris by 
Pierre Salinger, former press 


secretary to the late President 
John F. Kennedy. 
When he returned to New 
York from Paris Wednesday, 
Salinger 
said 
that, 
at 
McGovern’s requst, he had met 
with the Hanoi delegation to the 
peace talks “ to determine 
whether there had been any 
change in Hanoi's position with 
regard to the release of any or 
all of the American prisoners of 
war. 
“ During these same discus­ 
sions I made clear to the North 
Vietnamese what George 
McGovern has said publicly 
and privately on many occa­ 
sions and that is if there is any 
possibility of them to negotiate 
a peace agreement with Presi­ 
dent Nixon that they should do 
so without regard to the Ameri­ 
can election, that Senator 
McGovern’s desire for peace 
was greater than his desire for 
the issue of the Vietnam War to 
continue,” Salinger said. 
At the Illinois State Fair, 
McGovern at first denied he 
had conveyed any such mes­ 
sage to the North Vietnamese. 
He said Salinger “ had no in­ 
structions whatsoever from 
me." 
But after conferring with Sal­ 
inger 
on 
the 
telephone, 
McGovern issued a statement 
which said he had indeed asked 
Salinger to meet with the North 
Vietnamese delegation “ to de- 
Iermine if any changes had 
occurred which would permit 
the return of the prisoners prior 
to the. end of hostilities.” 
McGovern said Salinger 
found no change in Hanoi’s 
position. 
“ There's not the slightest dis- 


crepancy in anything I said," 
McGovern said. 


Meanwhile, in San Francisco 
Sargent Shriver, getting into 
the thick of political campaign­ 
ing only eight days after being 
named Democratic vice presi­ 
dential nominee. Wednesday as­ 
sailed President Nixon for not 
disclosing the source of his 
campaign contributions. 


“ Where did Nixon’s $10 mil­ 
lion slush fund come from?” 
Shriver asked a friendly crowd 
in the financial district. “ It's 
time they opened up to you— 
you're the taxpayers, you're the 
citizens.” 


The $10 million Shriver re­ 
ferred to was a reported contri­ 
bution to Nixon's campaign 
fund before April 7. the date a 
new law went into effect requir­ 
ing identification of contribu­ 
tors. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —A bill 
that would save California mo­ 
torists about $4.) million annual­ 
ly by removing the “ tax on a 
tax" under a new law' imposing 
the five per cent sales tax on 
gasoline was vetoed Wednesday 
night by Gov Ronald Reagan. 
The governor said that while 
he favored a reduction in the 
gas tax the measure by Senate 
leader James Mills, D-San Die­ 
go, should have been accom­ 
panied by an “ equivalent re­ 
duction” in a grant to local 
government for mass transit 
projects. 
When the legislature passed 
the original gas tax bill last 
year, the additional revenue 
was funneled into a grant for 
the transit programs. 
Reagan said Mills’ proposal 
would require “ the state's gen­ 
eral taxpayers to subsidize lo­ 
cal rapid transit programs.” 
The governor, in a series of 
vetoes lasting well into the 
night Wednesday, also rejected 
measures increasing the mini- 


mum salary for school teachers 
from $6.000 to $7.200 and restor­ 
ing $1.1 million in state college 
Education Opportunity Funds 
that Reagan vetoed earlier 
from the state budget. 
Reagan said the teacher pay 
increase bill, authored by As­ 
semblyman Peter R. Chacon, 
D-San Diego, would “ mandate 
increased costs on some school 
districts and would trigger ad­ 
ditional pressure 'or salary in­ 
creases at all levels ’ at a time 
of financial crisis for schools. 
The EOP measure, carried 
by Sen. Milton Marks, was an 
indirect veto override effort af­ 
ter Reagan blue-penciled the 
funds from the Legislature’s 
original $3.3 million authoriza­ 
tion.

New Flap Arises 
In Welfare Area 


SACRAMENTO (UPD -T h e 
Regan adm inistration y ester­ 
day adopted disputed "em er­ 
gency” 
regulations legal aid 
attorneys contended will cut 
back cash grants to pregnant 
welfare mothers. 


Officials of the state Depart­ 
ment of Social Welfare insisted, 
on the other hand, that the new 
rules merely "clarify” existing 
p ro ced u res g ov ern in g how 
much additional aid an expect­ 
ant mother is entitled to. 


The 
regulations 
were filed 
with Secretary of State’s office 
as "em ergency” rules, mean­ 
ing they take effect immediate­ 
ly. 
The California W elfare 
Rights Organization last week 
filed a court suit seeking to 
block their implementation. 


The suit contends that cur­ 
rent law requires that an un­ 
born child of a welfare mother 
is entitled to the same full 
benefits as any other child. 


Under the new regulations, 
the expectant welfare mother 
would receive an extra $9 a 
month for her nutrition needs 
and an additional $10 increase 
to spend as she pleased. For 
instance, she could spend it for 
baby clothes. 


The regulations m ake no 
provision for increasing the 
grant based on what the unborn 
child would receive after birth 
for housing, utility, food and 
clothing needs. It m aintains 
that the pregnant mother ful­ 
fills those needs. 


"The regulations provide that 
under no circumstance shall the 
mother receive a lesser grant 
after pregnancy than 
before 
pregnancy”, said Ronald Zum- 
brun, the department legal af­ 
fairs directory. 


He said the woman still will 
receive Medi-Cal benefits, food 
stamps and the full cash grant 
apart from the unborn. He said 
a woman with no other children 
still could become eligible by 
virtue of pregnancy for Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren and a base grant of $115 a 
month, plus the extra $19 pro­ 
vided by the new regulations. 
But legal aid attorney Jay 
Allen Eisen of San Francisco 
said 
that "e v ery pregnant 
mother receiving the full grant 
now would be cut back" under 
the regulations. 
He said with the exception of 
Shasta he knew of no counties 
that had been deducting from 
the grant sums intended for the 
unborn baby’s housing, utilities, 
food and clothing "needs.”

Delegates representing 42,000 
striking longshoremen voted by 
a 53*30 majority in London 
Wednesday to end the strike.

had closed down every 
major port in the country, 
forced the government to take 
emergency powers and. accord­ 
ing to government estimates, 
cost at least $875 million in lost 
exports. 


Jack Jones, head of the 1.7 
million member Transport and 
General Workers Union, to 
which most longshoremen be­ 
long, said the strike would end 
at midnight (7 p.m. EDT Sun­ 
day. 


But the decision sparked vio­ 
lent protests from militants. 


Scores of angry strikers in­ 
vaded the conference hall, 
punched and abused dockers’ 
leaders and 
knocked down 
Jones himself. 
In the street 
outside they fought running bat­ 
tles with police. 


Voting on the back-to-work 
decision began at seaports 
throughout the country Thurs­ 
day. 


At Tilbury, on the Thames 
estuary, more thdn 2,500 out of 
3,000 longshoremen voted to re­ 
turn to work Monday. Their 
lead was followed by thousands 
of dockers at Southampton. 
C ardiff, Felixstow e, P o rts­ 
mouth, Leith and other smaller 
ports. 


But in London where 10,(M 
dockers were to vote Friday, 
union officials predicted a ma­ 
jority would vote to carry on 
the walkout.

LOS ANGELES OJPD- Don­ 
ald L. Bradley—former state 
Democratic leader who helped 
manage campaigns by ex-Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown, Pierre Sal­ 
inger and others— was sen­ 
tenced Wednesday for income 
tax evasion. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Warren J. Ferguson suspended 
a two year prison term, and 
placed Bradley, who now lives 
in Bolinas, on three years pro­ 
bation. 
The judge called it a “ fright­ 
ening punishment” because 
while Bradley is on probation, 
his civil rights will be suspend­ 
ed, including the right to hold 
office or take part in political 
affairs. 
In addition, Bradley was or­ 
dered to pay $42,000 in back 
taxes, plus penalties and inter­ 
est charges, and court costs. 
Bradley pleaded no contest to 
a charge of evading federal 
income tax during the years 
1965-66-67, when he lived in Los 
Angeles. 
Bradley was executive secre­ 
tary of the Democratic State 
Central Committee in the late 
1950s. 
He was campaign manager 
for Brown when the former 
governor beat Richard Nixon in 
1962, and managed Salinger’s 
campaign for the senate. He 
also managed a campaign for 
Arizona Gov. Samuel Goddard.

OAKLAND (UPI)—San Fran­ 
cisco pharmacist Stephanie 
Kline, acquitted of bomb pos­ 
session charges, says she was 
the victim of a “ political trial.”

The captives identified them­ 
selves by name on the tape 
when they told of their treat­ 
ment. but they were not identi­ 
fied when they talked about the 
mail problem. 
One man said he went the 
first two years of his captivity 
without receiving mail He said 
the prisoners were allowed to 
write letters once a month and 
were assured by the North Viet­ 
namese that the letters were 
sent. 
“ The system they use is such 
that we can’t help but believe 
them ,” the prisoner said. "And 


yet from all indications our 
wives or families aren’t receiv­ 
ing this mail, or very' little of 
it.” 
The prisoners asked th at 
th eir 
relatives 
send 
m ail 
through the Committee for Liai­ 
son with Families of Captured 
Americans (COLFAM.) 
“ I am sure our government is 
telling them not to use it tCOL- 
FAM)” , one prisoner said. “ In 
fact we know they are. 
“They try to discourage our 
families from using COLFAM 
service, yet that is the only way 
to assure the communications 
back and forth, whatever we do 
get.” 


“The packages seem to come 
through.” one prisoner said. “ It 
is the mail that seems to be 
difficult going loth ways, and I 
don’t know if there is anything 
that can be done about it, be­ 
cause I just can’t help but 
believe our governm ent is 
putting its foot in the door 
someplace." 
The Pentagon said today it 
does not handle mail that goes 
through regular international 
postal channels. It also said the 
Geneva convention allows ev­ 
ery POW to send and receive a 
minimum of two letters and 
four cards per month. 
“ We have kept the families of 


our men fully informed of all 
instructions or restrictions set 
forth by the other side relating 
to both the form of mail and the 
channels for transmitting it, 
the Pentagon said, “To repeat, 
the government of the U.S. has 
done nothing to impede the flow 
of mail between our men and 
their families.” 
Mail to the prisoners is rout-; 
ed through Moscow. About a, 
year ago the Postal Service 
announced that the Soviet post­ 
al authorities had returned sev­ 
eral hundred packages ad­ 
dressed to prisoners which 
Moscow said Hanoi would not 
accept.

Era Of Growth Viewed With 
New Rohnert Park Overpass 


Rohnert Park officially broke 
ground for its first overpass of 
Highway 101 yesterday amid 
predictions it would bring a 
new era of growth for the young 
city>- 


Construction work had begun 
three weeks ago but Mayor 
Arthur R. Roberts, State Sen. 
Randolph Collier (D-Yreka) and 
other officials used the ground­ 
breaking ceremony to signal a 
neW Spurt of growth and pros­ 
perity. 
• u*> 
‘'This overpass will open up 
the entire area for commercial 
growth,” Roberts said. The new 
east-west connection will open 
land west of the freeway for its 
first extensive development. 


The overpass, estimated to 
cof| nearly $700,000, will in­ 
clude a full four-leaf intersec­ 
tion at the Rohnert Park Ex­ 
pressway and will speed traffic 
to Sonoma State College. Cotati 
officials have also looked for­ 
ward to construction of the 
overpass since it will end pas­ 
sage of some collegebound 
tropic through their city. 


‘¡Jljts overpass will mean an 
easy -access to the freeway,” 
RoBefts said. ‘‘This is a begin­ 
ning,-the opening of the door to 
ligjt industry and development 
o f» regional shopping center. It 
wiff thean jobs for the people.” 


William J. Smith, vice presi- 
dent—of Codding Enterprises, 
said his firm can better pursue 
its plans for a regional shop­ 
ping center when the overpass 
is complete. 
He said major 
departm ent stores would not 
consider moving into a center 
without excellent freeway ac­ 
cess. 


Smith predicted a large cen­ 
ter on par with Coddingtown in 
Santa Rosa would start con­ 
struction two years after the 
overpass is complete. 


Senator C ollier hailed the 
project as a prime example of 
cooperation between the city, 
county, state and federal gov­ 
ernm ents since all have partici­ 
pated in financing. 
He said the overpass is one of 
the first road projects in North­ 
ern California partially finan­ 
ced with grants from the De­ 
partm en t of C om m erce and 
Economic Development Admin­ 
istration. Under a new system, 
road grants are made based on 
the economic development that 
will be generated. 
Blasi C onstruction Co. of 
Healdsburgh is in charge of 
construction.

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Control Growth By Planning, 
Novato Council, Planners Agree 


By FRANK FARRARA 
N ovato’s city council and 
planning com m ission agreed 
last night that growth should be 
controlled by planning and not 
by restrictions on water, sew­ 
age and utility services. 
In drawing up the Novato 
area general plan, they said, 
they want development of these 
services to be based on author­ 
ized land use and their planning 
to follow decisions on that land 
us. They noted past lack of city 
control or coordination of plan­ 
ning. 


Charles A. Joseph, manager 
of Novato S anitary D istrict, 
told the city officials at the 
special session to consider plan 
ning, that most decisions on 
utilities are based on land 
plans “ in effect at ¡ae tim e.” 


He challenged the idea, fos­ 
tered in some quarters, that the 
way 
to 
control 
population 
growth is by “ somehow control­ 
ling utility service.” 
Any efforts to control growth 
should come through a “ frontal 
attack” and not through "back 
door’ attem pts to curtail water 
and sewer growth Joseph said 
Planning Commissioner Rich­ 
ard L. O’Connell said. “ We 
control the u ltim ate growth 
through the general plan and 
zoning, but 
it’s the rate of 
growth that nobody has a han­ 
dle on “ 
Councilman Fred R. Ruegg 
said there has to be coordina­ 
tion between land use plans and 
utility planning, but the “ land 
use” should determ ine the re­ 
quirements for the services. 
"The final decision hacks right 
up to here,” he said. 
Lewis E Fredrickson, assist­ 
ant Marin County flood control 
ngineer, said Novato Flood Con­ 
trol District staff favored hav­ 
ing land use and district deci­ 
sions made concurrently. 
The planning problem has ar­ 
isen because most of the deci­ 
sions about “ Networks” serving 
Novato, such as water, flood 


c o n tro l, u tilitie s , ra ilw a y s, 
roads and waste dispoal, aren’t 
controlled by the city, planning 
technician Mark Williams re­ 
ported. 
The “ lack of control" by the 
city could be a “ serious prob­ 
lem” in view of local sentiment 
for controlling the growlh of 
Novato, W’illiams said. 
In the past, he said, “there 
was little difference between 
the city’s plans and policies 
permitted and what the ‘free 
m arket’ wanted to build and 
was able to build. 
"To the degree that (lie new 
plan is re£tri< ¡ve on location, 
intensity and tuning of develop­ 
ment, this lack of control will 
be a serious problem 
Gordon L. Lee, district man­ 
ager for Western California Tel­ 
ephone Co., said. “ W’e provide 
service where the demand is” 
and "we re under obligation to 
provide service.” 


John Zima, m anager of the 
Novato office for Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co., said his com­ 
pany does use the city’s general 
plan and building permit data 
in growth planning. 
Ruegg objected to a proposed 
policy that planning for road­ 
ways give public transit "equal 
priority” with the automobile 
“ It’s im practical.” he said 
Ruegg also opposed a pro­ 
posed policy that bicycle paths, 
horse trails and pedestrian 
paths be “given priority that 
approaches equality with auto- 
onented roadways.” in areas 
distant from freeways. "I don't 
think it’s realistic,” he said. 
“ You won’t get people to stop 
driving their cars.” 
The council adjourned to a 
special meeting at 8 p.m. Mon 
day at Novato Com m unity 
House on plans for joint civil 
ian-military air use at Hamilton 
Air Force Base.

This is not an individual guilt, such as 
would accrue after an arrest for drunken 
driving and a court sentence for the 
crime.

And the New Yorker’s rhetorical accu­ 
sation: “ Each of us had to ask himself 
just how deeply implicated he himself is, 
by his actions or inaction in murder. If 
Calley is guilty, who is not guilty?” Time 
magazine has announced, “that America 
and Americans must stand in the larger 
dock of guilt and conscience for what 
happened at My Lai seem s inescapable.” 
Dotson Rader has put it this way, 
“ When the young can internalize and 
accept as probable on early death, when 
they can welcome it and seek it out like

Better Scheduling 
Could Help Boards 


The scold in g that Steven 
Rachal of San Rafael Meadows 
gave the Marin County Plan­ 
ning C om m ission this w eek 
brought into focus a very real 
problem in citizen participation 
in local government. 


Rachal was angry because a 
matter in which he was inter­ 
ested did not com e up on the 
c o m m issio n ’s agenda at the 
time scheduled. When it was 
called, an hour late, he had to 
return to work and asked that 
it 
be put off until evening. 
Commission chairman Jack G. 
Nixon refused. Obviously, the 
commission could never get its 
work done if it postponed every 
item which someone wanted to 
talk about later. 


When Rachal returned, the 
matter had been disposed of — 
and not to his liking. That’s 
when he scolded the com m is­ 
sion. 


Working people, he declared 
(and rightly) are handicapped 
because they cannot take the 
whole day off to speak on some 
m a tter on the c o m m is s io n ’s 
agenda — and they never know 
from 
the 
published 
schedule 
whether it will com e up at the 
hour 
d esign atd 
(it 
u sually 
doesn't). Non-workers, on the 
otherhand, can sit in the meet­ 
ing all day, and be heard on 
whatever they desire to defend 
or attack. 


THIS IS A problem not only 
for the county planning com ­ 
mission. but also for the board 
of supervisors. 


Both bodies genuinely want 
citizen participation, but find 
difficulty in getting it — largely 


for the very reason cited by 
R achal: 
w orking 
men 
and 
women cannot take the day off 
to appear. 


Both 
h ave 
tried 
ev en in g 
meetings, without much suc­ 
cess. 
The long agendas run 
such meetings into the after­ 
midnight hours. Citizens com ­ 
plain about that, too. And the 
commissioners and supervisors 
get too tired to do their jobs 
intelligently. 


The public itself — or m em ­ 
bers of it — must take part of 
the blame. When a matter of 
personal interest co m es up, 
John or Susie Citizen is likely 
to want to talk about it at great 
length — forgetting there are 
others to be heard, and other 
matters to be considered. This, 
more than the verbosity of the 
c o m m issio n ers 
th e m se lv e s, 
tends to foul up the schedule. 
Part of the blame must be 
put 
on 
chairmen 
who don’t 
know how to use the gavel and 
move a meeting along so that it 
can get things done instead of 
bogging down in endless argu­ 
ment. 


BUT THE BEST chairman, 
and the best-intentioned public, 
cannot dispose of a highly con­ 
troversial 
item 
in the sam e 
time allowed for a routine one. 
And 
often 
th a t’s 
the 
w ay 
they’re scheduled. So a great 
deal of the blame must be put 
on 
those 
who 
draw 
up the 
agendas. 
An effort at realistic schedul­ 
ing would pay off in better 
relations with the public, more 
public participation — and pos­ 
sibly, better government. It’s 
worth a try.

Exclusionary Policy 
For Child Care Center 


With reference to your article of Aug. 
7. concerning the child care center pro­ 
vided students at College of Marin, we 
have been informed that students who 
are not on welfare are ineligible for that 
program. 
It is a curious irony that those working 
families who are paying the cost of that 
center are without the advantage of 
being able to use the same, but are 
nonetheless financially supporting it. Ad­ 
ditionally, we are sure that there are 
many students otherwise ineligible for 
welfare, who arc making enough money 
to support their families, but not to pay 
for full-time child care. 
It follows, except by frigid and arbi­ 
trary exclusionary policy and politics, 
that we ought to be included in the 
rewards of our welfare system, unless 
the poor are somehow a privileged class.

terminal patients in unendurable pain, 
then everyone in this country is guilty, 
for the young contracted the disease of 
nihilism from the old.” 
The Very' Rev. Francis B. Sayer Jr. 
has said that the reason for the “ parox­ 
ysm in the nation’s conscience is simply 
that Calley is all of us. He is every7 single 
citizen in our graceless land.” 


I COULD GO ON citing sim ilar state­ 
ments which pin the guilty label on 
America, the American people, the Sys­ 
tem, or the Establishment. However, 
usually it is pinned on the American 
people — white, of course. A longer list of 
such quotations would clearly indicate 
that the Big Lie of America’s guilt is 
based, primarily, on a general contempt 
for the American people. 
Second, the generalized ascription of 
guilt is an attempt to rob Americans of a 
sense of the legitimacy of their existence, 
or, in a political sense, the legitim acy of 
their dissent from the minority left. 
When Henry Brandon attack s the 
American worker as “too fat and con­ 
servative” for refusing to be influenced 
by SDS, Brandon is seeking to rob the 
American worker of his legitim ate right 
to ignore SDS revolutionism. 
Third, the idea of collective guilt ex­ 
cludes the possibility of any virtue at­ 
tending upon the American people. Is 
there such a thing as collective innoc­ 
ence, collective goodness? The whole 
point of collective guilt is that it is total; 
it excludes no one from its rhetoric; it 
overrides anything and everything; there 
is no hope for salvation, or redemption; 
the verdict — extinction — is irreversible 
and beyond any appeal. 


FOURTH, THE CONCEPT of collective 
guilt 
is yet another example of the 
primitive mind at work. Dr. Michael 
Halberstam has diagnosed primitive man 
in a primordial culture as knowing little 
to explain natural phenomena and so 
tending “ to see all events as related to 
the sum of his group’s m orality.” 
Fifth, if the American people could 
only be persuaded of their collective 
guilt, those who purvey the monstrous 
Big Lie will then be able to impose their 
ideas of a restructured society on the 
country. 
Sixth, the concept of societal guilt is 
one which em erges from Sigmund Freud, 
particularly in Chapter 8 of his “ Civiliza­ 
tion and Its Discontents,” and u’hich has 
been so politicized as to have lost all 
meaning. The increasing sense of guilt in 
modern society, Freud says, is largely 
unconscious. But according to Prof. Rog­ 
er W. Smith, the Freudian idea of socie­ 
tal unconsious guilt is “ part of the 
m achinery necessary to carry out the 
central implication of F reud’s political 
thought — the reconstruction of society 
by an elite.” 
I hope it is obvious that in citing 
Professor Smith’s view of Freud, I am 
not remotely suggesting that the founder 
of psychoanalysis was a purveyor of the 
Big Lie of a whole people's guilt. This is 
not what Freud was saying. 
An incisive comment on the concept of 
guilt has come from Prof. Glenn Tinder, 
who said that “ the sense of guilt, like the 
fear of death, depends on a consciousness 
of oneself as a distinct being. . . The 
development of selfhood, 
however, 
is 
necessarily at the same time the develop­ 
ment of personal responsibility. By be­ 
coming a person, one becomes vulnerable 
to conscience." 
This definition precisely sets itself off 
from the guilt purveyors’ sweeping den­ 
unciations of the American people. For 
them, the people are a mass, not a 
collectivity of persons. As a mass, they 
have become invulnerable to conscience 
pangs — and if they are invulnerable how 
does an American then differ from a 
Nazi concentration camp com m andant? 


Tin*: GUILT PURVEYORS are selec­ 
tive in their retributive statements. P ro ­ 


fessor Tinder said that “the sociological 
emphasis upon environment has led to 
the notion that guilt is something suf­ 
fered. rather than freely incurred, and 
that man is thus intrinsically innocent.” 
It is 
here that 
one can note the 
duplicity of the accusation. When it is 
convenient, the environm ent can be 
blamed so that man is not responsible for 
his acts; when it is politically or intellec­ 
tually inconvenient, then man is held 
reuponsible for the wrorld s evil. The 
latter is always more dramatic, and 
hence more congenial to pseudo-religious 
apocalyptics, for it amounts to a conspir­ 
atorial theory of society. 
There is another, a seventh reason, for 
this imposition of collective guilt on 
Americans: to turn them into a mass 
deserving of mass punishment. If the 
American people are “guilty,” then the 
violence used against them and their 
institutions is not an example of imper­ 
sonal victimizations, but merely a fulfill­ 
ment of nemesis, of retributive justice. 


THE IDEA of mass guilt and mass 
punishment, one of the most vicious 
inventions of modem revolutionary intel- 
lectualdom, explains why workers and 
peasants have been the primary7 victims 
of cruelties and privations without paral­ 
lel in the actually non-revolutionary sec­ 
tor of the world in the name of the 
Revolution. 
It is taken for granted that Lenin, 
Stalin, F idel C astro, even Nkrum ah, 
must necessarily cajole, coerce, and ulti­ 
mately punish the so-called liberators of 
mankind before they can become true 
liberators. Since man is a refractory 
animal, 
he 
makes 
the fulfillment of 
utopian designs difficult, well-nigh impos­ 
sible. He is “objectively” guilty: there­ 
fore, he must be punished. 
We are all sinners, of course, but for 
the totalitarian mind, some are more 
sinful than others (e.g. white construction 
workers who are transformed into a 
collective of wrong-doers as the culture 
critic moves quickly into the role of 
avenger». 
By introducing the convenient concept 
of collective guilt, the culture critic can 
both be with the people and against 
them: he can exercise his total capacities 
for love and hate; he can adore the 
innocent collectivity like Rousseau, aijd 
he can thunder against the sinful ma% 
like Calvin. 
. , 
Guilt has, thus, a double standard, and 
although every effort is made to disguise 
this, the hypocrisy and finally the ethical 
m e an in g lessn ess or nihilism b reak s 
through. 


PROF. KENNETH MINOGUE has 
dealt with 
what he has called “ the 
fashionable idea of national guilt,” which 
gives the appearance of “ intellectual 
profundity, 
but 
its 
real effect is to 
destroy moral judgment altogether.” As 
he put it: 
“ If everybody is guilty, then, logically, 
no one is guilty. . . Either behavior is 
explained in scientific term s as the effect 
of causes, in which case it makes no 
sense to add such term s as ‘guilt’ at all, 
or else the behavior is treated as the 
moral decision of the people directly 
involved, in which case responsibility 
cannot be extended beyond this circle.” 
The Big Lie that tne American people 
are “ guilty” is a piece of what has be£tf 
called “ Herrenvolkism.” It is part of the 
treason of an intellecutal faction which 
seeks to barbarize the American min<fc 
by asserting a seigneurial contempt for 
men and women whom they have ex­ 
pelled from a common fellowship. 
Or perhaps it is they who have expelled 
themselves from this fellowship.

The new people scored their third, not 
their first, victory when they forced the 
Eagleton resignation. And it is most 
important to notice that their three victo­ 
ries were not only over the old regulars 
and professionals of the party, but in 
each case a victory in part over the 
presidential candidate himself 


G E O R G E M cGOVERN would h av e 
been happy to have had Larry* O’Brien 
stay on as chairm an of the Democratic 
N ational C om m ittee. He w as o v e r­ 
whelmed by the determination of the new 
and younger leaders who had won the 
California primaries for him in the first 
instance and kept the California delega­ 
tion in his com er in the floor fight at the 
convention. They claimed the chairm an­ 
ship as their reward. 
S en ato r M cG overn la te r salv ag e d 
something from this defeat by setting 
Mr. O’Brien up in a separate office as 
head of the campaign But in the m ean­ 
time he had taken his second defeat when 
he tried to put Pierre Salinger, a veteran 
from the Kennedy administration, in as 
deputy to Mrs. Westwood. The conven­ 
tion, by that time under Westwood con­ 
trol, brushed Mr. Salinger aside in favor 
of Basil Paterson. 
In the Eagleton case it is obvious from 
the record that Mr. McGovern’s original 
inclination was to stick with his first 
team m ate. But even while Mr. McGovern 
was still asserting 1,000 per cent support 
for his embattled running mate, 
the 
Westwrood cam p was running an anti- 
Eagleton campaign. They wanted him off 
the ticket. They had the,r way. 


THAT DOESN’T PROVE that the West­ 
wood faction is politically mistaken. ]t 
may be that the McGovern campaign will 
be better off for having been through the 
Eagleton affair and emerged with Sar­ 
gent Shriver for vice president. But the 
fact is that George McGovern is not. at 
least yet, in the undisputed control ov£r 
the Democratic campaign that Richard 
Nixon enjoys on the other side o f fife 
partisan fence. 
. « 


It is inconceivable that Clark MacGre­ 
gor at Republican National Committee 
headquarters would attempt to second- 
guess Mr. Nixon, or deliberately try to 
impose on Mr. Nixon important cam ­ 
paign figures contrary to Mr. Nixo&’s 
preference. Besides, if a shadow of doubt 
crossed the MacGregor mind it would be 
expressed only in private to Mr. Nixdh 
himself. Knowledge of it would never for 
an instant escape from Republican inner 
circles to the surrounding cloud of news 
reporters. 


THE VICTORY does not necessarily*or 
always go to the captain who runs the 
tightest ship. But Mr. Nixon is absolute 
m aster of the machinery of the Republi­ 
can Party and his mastery gives it a 
smooth-running quality all the more im­ 
pressive by contrast with the rampant 
and obvious factionalism of the Demo­ 
crats.

Senator McGovern enjoys no such au­ 
thority over or m astery of the m achin^y 
of the Democratic Party.

Safety. 
The Legislature’s recess Aug. 
4 left this record: two of the 
officials running the division 
had quit since the investiga- 1 
tions started and neither of the 
two m ajor bills aimed at chang­ 
ing the division had won final 
passage. 
Assemblyman Jack Fenton, a 
M o n teb ello D e m o c ra t who 
chaired the special Assembly 
in v estig atin g com m ittee th a t 
looked into the division, has 
said he will continue to push his 
industrial safety bill in Novem­ 
ber. 
When his proposal was before 
the Assembly, Fenton told fel­ 
low legislators, “I urge an aye 
vote on this measure to get 
industrial safety back to what it 
should be - - protecting the 
workingman.” 
Both the Fenton bill and a 
tunnel safety measure authored 
by Assemblyman Jim Keysor, 
1)-Granada Hills, are sitting in 
the Senate Finance Committee 
after winning Assembly pas­ 
sage. 
The Fenton bill would insti­ 
tute a system of criminal and 
civil penalties for violations of 
state safety orders. The Keysor 
bill would rate the state's mines 
and tunnels on a danger scale 
and would require more safety 
precautions at the m ore dan­ 
gerous sites. 
The Assembly investigation 
that spawned the two bills ques­ 
tioned the quality of work done 
by the Division of Industrial 
Safety and its chief, Jack Hat­ 
ton, quit at their close. William 
Hern, director of the D epart­ 
ment of Industrial Relations 
and H atton’s boss, quit his post 
in June — several months after 
Fenton and Assembly speaker 
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Bob M oretti, 
I)-Yan Nuys, 
called for his resignation. 
W atch in g th e se d e v e lo p ­ 
m ents. 
industry spokesm en 
have been cautious throughout 
the course of the investigation 
as legislators probed into the 
state's enforcement of safety 
rules.

“ There is no way for the 
SCLC to grow old or no way to 
kill it,” Abernathy said, “ be­ 
cause we are not an organiza­ 
tion - 
we are a movement “ 
A special security force es 
corted Miss I)a\is. who was 
recently cleared of kidnapping 
and conspiracy charges result­ 
ing from the \ug. 7, 197o Marin 
Civic Center shoot-out, and Ab­ 
ernathy. who succeeded the late 
Dr Martin Luther King Jr as 
president of the group 
SCLC spokesmen said there 
had been numerous threats 
against the two. but would not 
reveal details. 
Miss Davis brought the din­ 
ner crowd to its feet several 
times with her keynote speech 
on poverty and prisons 


"Prisons are instruments of 
cl a vs and racial oppression." 
the ( ahforma acti\ is! said. 
"George Jackson got a life 
term for a crime involving $70 
that they couldn't prove and 
Ruchell McGee got a life term 
for a >10 charge while Clifford 
lmng will probably just spend 
a few months in jail." 


The former LCLA professor 
suggested that prisons should 
be abolished because they are 
"beyond the point of meaning 
ful reform 


"They should bo abandoned, 
lock, stock and barrel," she 
said 
"It may frighten some 
people to call for the abolition 
of all prisons, but a move to 
abolish confinement in prisons 
is practical and obtainable 
I hey could 1 h» replaced with 
community programs, con­ 
trolled by tin* communities at 
the locale where the sisters and 
brothers can genuinely help the 
prisoners 


The crowd responded with 
repeated ovations and black 
power salutes while \bernathy 
presented Miss Davis a special 
SCLC award for "her personal 
courage in supporting black lib­ 
eral ion 


The group gave its highest 
honor, the Martin Luther King 
Jr award, to entertainer Harry 
Belafonte for his civil rights 
work. The Rosa Parks Award, 
named for the black woman 
whose arrest for refusing to 
gi\e up a bus scat touched off 
the bus boycott in Montgomery, 
Ma 
in 1955, went to Mrs. 
Parks 
who has never been 
formally honored by the group.

Japanese art is a spiritual 
tapestry 
The simple beauties 
of m an's everyday life are en­ 
twined 
with a deeper, more 
philosophical view of man and 
his universe. Buyo, the Ja p a­ 
nese classical dance, 
is the 
most expressive of all the art 
forms, for these two aspects 
are em braced with every move­ 
ment and with every gesture. 


Mrs. Clarine Sunada of Peta­ 
luma is a professional Japanese 
dancer. And for the past two 
years she has been teaching 
other Japanese-Ameriean chil­ 
dren in Sonoma County the art. 
discipline and ae sth e tic s of 
Buyo. 


Mrs. Sunada explained that 
her first encounter with the 
dance was due, in some ways, 
to convenience. 
“ My six-year-old d au g h ter 
was taking lessons in San F ran­ 
cisco. So to m ake it worthwhile 
to drive all that way, I decided 
to take lessons with her.” 
“ I knew then that if I didn't 
get involved. I would lose inter­ 
est," said the petite Mrs Suna­ 
da. “ It did take hold and I 
really got involved. I decided 
then to take advantage of the 


lessons since my children were 
in school.” 
That was in 1965. Her daugh­ 
ter dropped out. But she and 
her son. Les, continued. 
“ MY SON IS still in it. He's 
one of the few male Japanese 
dancers and he seems to want 
to continue. Without him I don't 
see how I could go on. He helps 
put on the shows, performs solo 
and does duets with me." 
In 1969 Mrs Sunada traveled 
to Japan. It was there, at the 
H anayagi 
School of 
Dance 
headquarters in Tokyo, that she 
completed the test and rose to 
the status of professional. 
Mrs Sunada s teacher is Ma­ 
dam e Michiya Hanayagi 
Pro­ 
fessionally 
Mrs 
S unada is 
known as Yaemichi Hanayagi. 
a name designated especially to 
her. As Mrs Sunada explains, 
the nam e is a link between 
pupil and teacher, a closer tie 
to the headmaster. 
From the earliest beginnings 
of the dance, emphasis was 
placed on the headm aster sys­ 
tem At it> onset, the dance was 
a function serving the gods at 
religious ceremonies, she ex 
plained. The dancers then had 
the right and the obligation to 
transmit the art to their succes-

“ The school feels you should 
go to Japan to take your test, to 
see it with your own eyes.” said

“ In Japan you 
learn even more of the eti­ 
quette. There’s a struggle there 
to learn to dance perfectly. The 
best teachers are at the head­ 
quarters I would not have trad­ 
ed that experience for any in 
the world. 
“ Your te a c h e r h ere says 
whether or not you are quali­ 
fied to take the test, and we 
study here at least a year 
l>efore we go." 
The test involves two dances. 
You must know both a male 
and female part so that you are 
qualified to dance either role 
professionally. Both are distinc­ 
tively different, and you must 
perfect each one. You gain even 
more polish and become a bet­ 
tor dancer after taking lessons 
in Jap an .” 


IT WAS Mrs. Sunada s first 
trip to Japan. 
“ I had read so much about it 
and it seemed so westernized." 
said the native of Petaluma “ I 
visited Hiroshima very briefly 
and it was there that I saw 
what the country life was really 
like The farm ers seemed back­ 
ward to our standards, but they 
are known tor doing work with 
their hands, like it should be 
done They work so hard but I 
wish they’d never stop working 
with

it 
was 
excellent 
Buyo l'' said to be rooted in a 
Shinto dance |>erformed some 
5,000 years ago. Later it was 
called Kabuki Dance because 
the Kabuki actors started to 
perform Buyo on the Kabuki 
stage. 
Yet unlike Kabuki, the dance 
must tell a story without words. 
The movements tell the story 
and because of this, each move­ 
ment and gesture must be pre­ 
cision-timed. 
“ The dance is slow and very 
difficult because of tin* control 
ot the muscles and slowness of 
the m o v e m e n ts ,” said Mrs. 


Sunada, as she demonstrated 
the artistry of the movements 
in her paper-laden office at 
Petalum a Junior High School. 
“ The movements must be co­ 
ordinated 
and flow with the 
story. Because the dance actu­ 
ally tells a story, the motions 
must be the vehicle through 
which the viewer can follow 
what the dancer is saying. 
“ We never smile. I'm always 
ask ed about that here. But 
when we re happy our motions 
are supposed to reveal it. The 
movements indicate sadness or 
bashfulness. When we re angry, 
for example, we stamp our feet. 
Most of the emotions can 1m> 
emphasized 
with the fan or 
towel, or the sword in a male 
p art.” 


THE STAGE props, the cos­ 
tumes and the make-up are an 
essential part of the production. 
Each dancer is representing a 
specific character, so all cos­ 
tumes and make-up must be 
sp ecifically chosen for th a t 
character. 
“The wigs are very heavy. 
There's a metal frame inside 
which is very painful. I usually 
put it on 10 minutes before the 
dance so that my neck can 
adjust to the weight. It feels 
like if must weigh five pounds. 
The neck is one of the most 
important 
movements in the 
dance so it must be moved 
gracefully. 
“ Ever> 
movement must be 
poised We are using our hands 
throughout the dance so we 
must get up without the ass ist­ 
ance of the hands, and all of 
this is done at a very slow pace. 
The feet 
the neck, the hands 
and the eyes are very impor­ 
tant They tell the story." 
The costumes are made espe­ 
cially tor each dance. In the 
W iste ria d an ce the d a n c e r 
w ears a floor-length kimono in­ 
tricately designed with wisteria 
branches and flowers, carries a 
long branch of wisteria with 
stream ing violet blossoms and 
wears a wide, bowl-brimmed 
hat. 
“ The co stumes are very ex­ 
pensive. All are handm ade in

of the dance. It also strengthens 
the high degree of respect the 
dancer feels for his teacher." 
Mrs. Sunada has 10 students 
at her school, ranging from 5 to 
14 years of age. Her school is 
an extension of her teacher's 
school in the bay area 
“ It's a different world in the 
dance class. It takes about one 
year for the students to actually 
get the feel of it. They're all 
thumbs at first. 
“GRADUALLY ALL the chil­ 
dren progress. The feeling is 
very important. You need a 
feeling for the dance. You have 
to really explain to the audi­ 
ence what you want them to 
see. You must hi* expressive. 
You have to experience a feel­ 
ing that no one else can do but 
yourself As soon as the student 
experiences the feeling, he has 
it made. Once the character is 
lived, the rest will fall in 
place.” 
Mrs 
Sunada practices what 
she telK her students. Beside 
her fulltime job at the Petalu­ 
ma Junior High, she also teach­ 
es Sunday school and attends 
her teacher's dance class every 
Saturday. 
“ I started the school in Sono­ 
ma because there was nothing 
like it here. It was a way for 
the third generation Orientals 
in Sonoma to learn about their 
culture. 


Jap an and hand painted with 
wood-blocks. Each one is done 
individually. The kimonos are 
usually m ade of silk or rayon 
w ith brocade and a long obi, or 
sash. 
“ I have a few of my own but 
I borrow from my teacher when 
we have a recital. All the stu­ 
dents of the Hanayagi school 
have one id e n tical co stu m e . 
They are red and w'hite and it’s 
very beautiful to see them to­ 
gether m a parade or festival. 
“THE MAKEUP is a special 
type of white, water-base J a p a ­ 
nese powder. A make-up artist 
puts on the face at the recitals. 
You must look like the charac­ 
ter you re trying to portray, 
whether male or female. Unless 
we re putting on a recital, the 
makeup here is less formal. We 
learn most of if from our teach­ 
e r.” 
“ \t fir-t it was so difficult for 
me It s very different to Amer­ 
icans. We re used to walking 
o u tw ard , 
with b risk , lively 
steps. In Japan we were taught 
to w alk pigeon-toed, ta k in g 
slight, tiny steps,” said Mrs. 
Sunada. 
“ Poiseand discipline are also 
very important. In Japan I had 
to learn to sit on m y knees for 
five or six hours straight wait­ 
ing for the classes to begin. 
This is one way in which the 
dancer is taught the discipline

MYSTIC, Conn. - Hands all 
around is the name of a quilt 
pattern which was based on a 
w ell-known sq u a rc-d an ce fo r­ 
mation Hands All Around also 
is the nam e of a thriving little 
shop here on Wharam Wharf as 
well as the small cottage indus­ 
try supporting it which converts 
antique quilts into heirloom pil­ 
lows. 
A udrey G reenfield is the 
brains and the flair behind this 
business which finds new life 
for dam aged old quilts that can 
no longer be used as coverings 
or wall hangings. She cuts out 
the still intact quilt blocks — in 
all their infinite variety of pat­ 
tern. fabric and color — and, 
with the help of her 14 local 
needle experts, fashions them 
into d ec o rativ e pillows with 
real nostalgic charm. 
It all started about a year 
ago. when Mrs. Greenfield and 
a friend. Phyllis Haders, were 
adm iring their growing quilt 
collections. They both were fas­ 
cinated by the designs and tech­ 
nique's of quilting, 
and

concluded that q u iltm a k in g 
was. indeed, a prime example 
of American folk art. 


NOTING THAT many of their 
quilts had partial dam age, they 
decided to make pillows from 
“ fragm ents” or good portions,

to sell as decorative accesso­ 
ries. They thought they’d make 
and sell “ a few hundred” as a 
nice winter's pastime. 
Their first pillows cam e from 
a quilt design called hands all 
around, a title w hich stuck 
w hen 
their

caught the fancy of store buy­ 
ers from Bendel's and Aber­ 
crombie and Fitch to Saks Fifth 
Avenue in New York And Dec­ 
o ra to r's W alk show room s in 
Chicago. Los Angeles and San 
Francisco asked to represent 
them as a source for interior 
decorators. 
The little business that had 
begun as a lark in Mrs. Green­ 
field's bedroom shortly flowed 
over her entire house, and was 
moved eventually into an em p­ 
ty building at the Noank ship­ 
yard at the mouth of the Mystic 
River. There, the women would 
cut up quilts, assem ble fillings' 
and linings and bindings, and 
pass them out to a corps of 
local needleworkers to be as­ 
sembled by hand.

14 s e a m s tre s s e s 
are 
mostly young housewives and 
mothers who enjoy working at 
home on the pillows and now 
skirts and place mats, as well) 
so they can keep house and 
mind 
their children 
as they 
earn extra dollars. 
Now Mrs Greenfield, a form­ 
er interior decorator, as well as 
the owner of a nearby antique 
shop, is the sole owner of this 
“ cottage industry.” Her list of 
store outlets continues to ex­ 
pand. including I. Magnin in 
S an 
F r a n c i s c o , 
M a r s h a ll 
Field’sin Chicago, the May Co. 
in Cleveland, Jordan Marsh in 
Boston, and B urdine’s in Mi­ 
ami. 
She does all designing, selec­ 
tion of quilts and lining fabrics, 
and checks out the materials 
and the finished products back 
into what her workers choose to 
call the “pillory.”

LONDON,

sure nearly every parent has 
had his educational suggestions 
rudely treated by some school 
authority who professes not on­ 
ly to know what was “ best” for 
his child, but even to know 
more al>out the child than the 
parent does. 


This attitude by education au­ 
thorities is probably the cause 
of more parent-sehool friction 
than any other problem. 
A group here called the Cam­ 
den Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of State Education 
makes an interesting compari­ 
son between changes in the 
environment and changes in 
school policies. 
Before a housing area can 
become commercial or before a 
change can be made in a local 
road, the following steps must 
be taken: 
“ Publish plan and display it 
publicly in libraries, town hall, 
and other public places. 
“ Have available the forms on 
which to make objections to­ 
gether with full information 
about the correct procedure for 
doing so. 
“ Hold a public inquiry if nec­ 
essary at which objectors can 
give evidence and call witness­ 
es.” And finally: 
“ New plan announced as 
adopted or modified in the light 
of objections.” 


THIS IS contrasted with a 
new plan introduced this year 
for the transfer of children in 
London from primary to sec­ 
ondary schools. As the associa­ 
tion explains, the transfer inti­ 
mately affects all children and 
often causes great anxiety 
among parents. 
Yet, there was no publishing 
of the plan, no form on which to 
register objections or suggest 
modifications, and no public 


meetings for the exchanging of 
information or arguments 
Unfortunately this is too often 
the case when policy changes 
affect schoolchildren. School 
administrators and teachers 
may decide to make a rather 
fundamental change in the 
method of teaching, or the cur­ 
riculum offerings, or the way 
children are grouped, etc., and 
do so in isolation. 
School authorities argue that 
their task is so professional and 
complicated that mere students 
and parents would not be able 
to contribute meaningfullv to 
the discussion. Hut the argu­ 
ment does not hold up. especial­ 
ly in the light of most town and 
city ordinances which state 
that, for example, a widening of 
a road calls for public notice 
and dialogue. 


P A R E N T S C E R T A I N L Y 
know a great deal more about 
the education of children than 
they do alxmt highwav engi 


neering. It is incumbent, there 
fore, on the civil authorities 
that they explain why they pro­ 
pose any specific changes. 


And the same courtesy should 
be given parents regarding all 
proposed educational changes. 
Since this is not the rule now, 
certainly not in England or the 
United States, parents are 
going to have to call for a new 
procedure on proposed policy 
changes. 


As the Camden Association 
states in its Guide to the Selec­ 
tion ot Children for Inner Lon­ 
don Secondary Schools in 1972 
"It the public understands the 
reasons for changes, it will 
accept them more willingly ” It 
may be necessary for the public 
to refuse to go along with 
changes until there has been a 
public meeting and an explana­ 
tion including provision for the 
airing of objections

Post Sees 
Initiative 
Money Gap 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - Leg­ 
islative Analyst A. Alan Post 
says passage of the Watson 
property tax limitation in No­ 
vember would cause a $1.3 bil­ 
lion revenue gap for state and 
local governments. 
In his latest analysis of the 
initiative. Post said the propos­ 
al would cause state revenue to 
increase by $1.8 billion but that 
spending would go up $2.2 bil­ 
lion. leaving an annual gap of 
$400 million. 
Last fall Post forecast a $696 
million loss in state revenue 
would result with passage of 
the measure, compared with 
the $400 loss he now predicts. 
In his new report, Post said 
the impact on state revenues 
would be less than he previous­ 
ly predicted due to recent 
changes in tax laws, improved 
economic conditions and a.one- 
year delay in the proposed ef­ 
fective date of the initiative. 
The Watson measure, which 
will be before California voters 
in the November election, 
would impose a $7 per $100 
assessed valuation limit on 
property taxes and provide for 
other drastic changes in state 
and local taxes.

TOO MANY COMMERCIALS 


Massachusetts Mothers Fight 
To Give Children Better TV

NEWTON. Mass. 
AP — A 
four-year-old fight by a group 
of M a ssach u setts m others 


aimed at improving th(‘ quality 
of the television programs their 
children watch has forced re­ 
moval of prayers from orange 


juice commercials and cancel­ 
lation of certain vitamin pill 
advertising. 


There have been other victo­ 
ries for the mothers, who call 
them selves Action for Chil­ 
dren’s Television—-ACT—but 
they say their children still see 
t(K) many commercials and pro­ 
grams to which they should not 
Ik* subjected. 


“It’s time for America to 
realize children are special in 
the TV they watch,” Peggy 
Charren, ACT chairman, said 
in an interview. 


And to that end the group is 
continuing its campaign for an 
end to commercials on chil­ 
dren's programs and an im­ 
provement in network program­ 
ming. 


ACT, a privately funded pres­ 
sure group, has been to bat 
several times before federal 


agencies. Last fall they told the 
Federal Trade Commission— 
FTC—and Federal Communica­ 
tions 
Commission— FCC— that 
one commercial used during 


the children’s program “ Romp­ 
er Room” on one television 
station said, in part: 


"God is great, God is good, 
let us thank him for our food: 
and now you may drink your 
Tropicana Orange Juice from 
the Pleasant Hill Dairy." 


The commercial is no longer 
shown, and the producers of the 
popular nationwide program 
have made several form at 
changes. 


Another action ACT had 
sought was taken July 18 when 
it was announced that three 


major drug companies — Miles 
Laboratories, 
Bristol-M yers 
and Hoffman-LaRoche — had 


agreed to withdraw vitamin pill 
ads from children’s programs 
by Oct. 1. 


At FTC hearings last year, 
ACT had said that iron-fortified 
vitamin pills were being sold on 


TV “just like candy,” despite 
medical warnings that too 


much iron can lead to coma 
and death. 
Mrs. Charren called the ac­ 
tions of the drug companies 
“socially responsible.” But she 
and other mothers, who began 
their drive on a shoestring 
budget in a living room, are far 
from satisfit»d with the format 
of children’s television pro­ 
grams. 
They have urged the FTC and 
FCC to end all advertising on 
these programs on the grounds 
he commercials are unfair and 
misleading. 
They say they are concerned 
about the effect commercials 
have on children as well as the 
effect commercials have on the 
urograms themselves. 


Mrs. Charren says the Asso­ 
ciation of National Advertisers 
was wrong when it declared 
that advertising directed “to 
children for products and serv­ 
ices which are used and con­ 
sumed by children is appropri­ 
ate in a society and economy 
such as ours.” 


ACT has concluded that the 
only “reason there is violence 
on children’s television is be­ 
cause it sells. The Neilson rat­ 
ings show that action attracts 
large audiences.” 


As a result they don’t expect 
any revolutionary changes in 
network programming until 
federal agencies step in and 
take action

The com m ittee’s suggestion, 
which would open up a 275-foot 
strip of land, w as one of several 
re c o m m e n d a tio n s to c re a te 
open space on the island or 
preserve existing views of San 
F rancisco and the bay. 
The citizens com m ittee w as 
established by the council about 
five w eeks ago and w as co­ 
chaired by architect George 
B anning and his wife, Je an . 
The group's prelim inary find­ 
in g s w ere su b m itte d to th e 
council Monday night. 
The report urged the city 
council to begin n e g o tia tin g 
with the Belvedere Land Co. 
which owns the five houses on 
Belvedere Cove and every other 
building along the w aterfront 
between M ain Street and the 
San Francisco Y acht Club. 
The com m ittee concluded the 
five houses were of “ inferior 
construction” and “ will proba­ 
bly not last m any more y ea rs.” 
R ather than allow the stru c­ 
tures to be replaced by w hat 


m ay be larg er buildings ob­ 
structing the view from Beach 
Road even more, the com m ittee 
suggested that the city buy the 
properties. 
The com m ittee estim ated the 
fair m ark et value of the land 
involved at $400 per front foot 
and com puted the total value of 
the five properties a t about 
$110,000. 
T here a re ten buildings on 
B e ach R oad b etw een M ain 
S treet and the yach t club. Of 
these, the com m ittee recom ­ 
m ended that no action be taken 
reg ard in g the three buildings 
closest to M ain S treet o r the 
F a r r A partm ents next to the 
y ach t club. 
T h e th re e b u ild in g s n e a r 
M ain S treet w ere described in 
the report, as “ relatively new ” 
and “ physically sound,” while 
the F a rr A partm ents wrere con­ 
sidered valuable because they 
provide a “ buffer” between the 
new ly created V ista A rea and 
the utility entrance to the yacht 
club. 
T h e 
m id d le 
five h o u se s, 
w hich a re built out onto the 
w a te r, a re not co n v en tio n al 
buildings, 
but are of m ixed 
an cestry and include elem ents 
of ships, arks and cottages,” 
the report concluded. 
W hile the com m ittee recom ­ 
m ended that the citv begin ne­ 


gotiations soon, it did not sug­ 
gest the houses be dem olished 
im m ediately. 
“ if necessary,” said the re­ 
port, “ the city m ight agree that 
th e b u ild in g s w ould not be 
ra /e d until the departure of the 
present occupants.” 
Howard Allen, vice president 
of the Belvedere Land Co., told 
th e In d e p e n d e n t-Jo u rn a l th a t 
his com pany would be willing to 
negotiate with the city over the 
five houses on stilts. 
“ All in all, I think the report 
is quite good,” he said. “ We are 
certainly willing to talk .” 
T he com m ittee also urged the 
council to accep t offers from 
the land com pany of two p ar­ 
cels of land on the island. 
T he com pany has offered to 
dedicate to the city a sm all 
circular-shaped park a t the in­ 
tersection of San Rafael Avenue 
and Beach Road. In the past, 
the city h as regularly turned 
down the offer, ra th e r than 
incur the costs of m aintaining 
the property. 
The citizens com m ittee rec­ 
om m ended th a t the city accept 
the park and assum e its m ain­ 
tenance costs because “ it is an 
anom aly for a park, w hich is 
enjoyed by the entire city, to he 
owned by a p riv ate interest and 
m aintained a t its expense.” 
The land com pany has also 


offered the city a strip of steep­ 
ly sloped cliffs on the east side 
of W est Shore Road. The city 
has regularly turned down th at 
offer as well, fearing financial 
liability in the event of land­ 
slid es. The undeveloped cliffs, 
which are covered by rocks and 
brush. have long been consid­ 
ered unbuildable property. 
T he c o m m itte e su g g e ste d 
that the city hire a soils consul­ 
tan t to study the landslide po­ 
tential of the area. The group 
suggested th a t the city accept 
th e property if the consultant 
finds th at landslides a re unlike­ 
ly- 
In addition, the open space 
study urged the city to “ take 
appropriate steps” to preserve 
the view of San Francisco and 
Angel Island from the Winifred 
Allen Bench on Beach Road. 
C urrently, Belvedere enjoys an 
unobstructed view of the bay 
across two privately owned un­ 
developed properties. 
The com m ittee did not sug­ 
gest the city buy the properties 
to m a in ta in th e “ d ra m a tic 
view ” but sim ply recom m ended 
that the 
“ attractiveness and 
natural beauty of the are a be 
preserv ed .'’ 
O th er rec o m m en d a tio n s in 
the 12-page report included: 
1. Trees and plants between 
houses on West Shore Road

and began walking on June 19. 


W alking 50 to 60 miles per 
day, Dudley hiked from Balti­ 
m o re th ro u g h W heeling, W.

trekked through St. Louis and 
K ansas City to D enver and Salt

Number Of Addicts Is Rising 
Despite More Federal Concern

WASHINGTON (FP L — Gov­ 
ernm ent investigators have told 
Congress that despite a d ram at­ 
ic increase in federal spending 
to combat drug abuse, the num ­ 
ber of heroin addicts jumped in 
the past three years from 332,- 
000 to 559,000. 
“ D rug abuse in the United 
States is a national em ergen­ 
cy.” the General Accounting 
Office <GAO reported Wednes­ 
day. 
The GAO report to Congress 
said the government spent $65.2 
million in 3969 to battle drug 
addiction compared to $453.1 
million this year. Despite the 
increase, the report said, the 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dan­ 
g ero u s D ru g s h a s e s tim a te d 
there are 237,000 more addicts 
today than in 1969. 
“ Although large am ounts of 
federal, state, local and private 
funds have been expended on a 
v a rie ty of p ro g ra m s, dru g 
abuse has not l*een curbed.” 
the agency said. The report 
noted that theft and enforce­ 
m ent costs relating to crime 
committed by addicts are esti­ 
m ated at $18 billion annually. 
The report also pointed out 
that although drug-related a r ­ 
rests increased from 50,000 in 
1965 to 346,412 in 1870, drug 
related deaths have also been 
on the rise. 
“ The availability of narcotics 
and dangerous drugs does not

It 
would perm it schools to go to 
court to have desegregation o r­ 
d e r'. no m atter how old or 
whether they involved busing, 
reopened and ordered to con­ 
form to the new guidelines. 


Southern forces, dem anding 
reinstatem ent of the reopening 
clause, were also ready to push 
am endm ents that would have 
the effect of stopping all busing. 


Rep, Fletcher Thompson. R- 
Ga.. planned an effort to in­ 
clude in the guidelines bill lan­ 
guage now in a proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment that would 
ban all busing or other transfer 
of students to achieve, racial 
balance in schools. 


Rep. Joe 1). Waggonner Jr., 
I) La . a leading spokesman fo r 
Deep »South m em bers, .said he 
w ould propose that the “ next 
closest” school provision for 
grade school pupils be applied 
across the board to junior and 
high school students as well. 
Rep, Albert If. Quie, R-Minn , 
Republican spokesman for the 
bill, said “ I'm confident we can 
pass the President's hill,” but 
he said h*‘ would oppose the 
so u th ern proposals to eliminate 
all busing 
Rep 
Augustus Hawkins, I)- 
Ualif., leader of opponents of 
the m easure, said “ I'm sure, 
th ey have the votes to pass this 
bill. I would guess they can 
app ro v e it by a 2-to-l margin. 
Our only hope is that the Senate 
will reject it.”

“ We feel r a th e r confident 
about containm ent,” said Joe 
Firebaugh, Tahoe National For­ 
est information officer. “ But 
we’re a long way from con­ 
trol.” 
Firebaugh said the W’eather 
fo re c a s t 
called 
for lig h ter 
w inds, w hich rekindled the 
blaze earlier this week after it 
had been controlled last Satur­ 
day. 
“ Arid if we get a rain here I 
think w e’ve got this thing," he 
said.

F ire b a u g h also said th re e 
women who are U.S. Forest 
Service sum m er employees at 
one point joined the crews on 
the fire line. 
Firebaugh said the wind has 
been the primary reason for the 
difficulty in containing the fire, 
but added that “ knotty prob­ 
lem s” in the terrain have h a m ­ 
pered the fight. 
“ This country w as logged 
over about 75 or so years ago 
and th ey left stu m p s ab o u t 
three feet high,” he said. “ The 
fire gets in those stum ps and 
you just have to go in there and 
tear those things out.”

Roberts changed career goals 
in midstream \fter lettering in 
football, basketball and track in 
high school m Tonopah. he en 
rolled at Stanford I niversity to 
play looib.dl and take prelegal 


courses — but then decided 
he'd rather follow in his fath­ 
er's footsteps in journalism. 
He transferred to University 
of Nevada on the advice of 
professors who said the school 
provided good ground work in 
journalism. Roberts dropped 
out of sports because the trans­ 
fer made him ineligible to play 
for a year, and then he became 
too busy in class and as a 
sports and feature writer for 
the Nevada State Journal, a 
daily newspaper in Reno. 
After his selection in the 
spring for the Newspaper Fund 
program, Roberts received 
three weeks of intensive copy 
desk training in a seminar at 
the University of Nebraska be­ 
fore working at the I-J for eight 
weeks He also will receive a 
$700 scholarship from the fund. 
Roberts's graduation will be 
delayed a semester because of 
another honor he has won. He 
was selected to serve a three- 
month stint in Washington, 
I> 
¡e intern in the office of a 
representative or senator. He 
will go to the Capitol Building 
early next year, Roberts >aid. 
under the Sears intern pro­ 
gram. 
"There. I'll lx* exposed more 
to the flack’ side of the field, 
instead of straight news work." 
he said. “ Right now. I'm lean­ 
ing more toward the field of 
print’’ than television or public 
relations work, he said. 


Bandit In 
Hot Water 


DETROIT dJPD-^A Detroit 
man who walked into a court to 
plead guilty for past holdups 
and said he had reformed was 
indicted Wednesday for robber­ 
ies he allegedly committed a 
few hours before and after his 
reformation. 


Neil J, Welch, head of the 
Detroit FBI bureau, announced 
the arrest of Harold Dean 
Combs, 37, and Robert James 
Davis, 2G. both of Detroit, in 
connection with armed robber­ 
ies of three Detroit area banks. 


Combs was previously arrest­ 
ed April 3 for the robberies of 
numerous other banks. He was 
released on a $25.000 surety 
bond. 


The two were indicted by a 
federal grand jury in Detroit 
with armed bank robbery of the 
Bank of the Commonwealth in 
Redford Township on Aug. 4, 
the Downriver Federal Savings 
and Loan Association in Lincoln 
Park on Aug. 9 and the Nation­ 
al Bank of Detroit in Dearborn 
Heights on Aug. 11. 


Welch said that on Aug. 9 
about 212 hours following the 
robber}’ of the Downriver Fed­ 
eral Savings Band, Combs ap­ 
peared at a U.S. District Court 
in Detroit. 


"He pleaded guilty to former 
bank charges and advised the 
judge that he had reformed," 
Welch .said. 


SACRAMENTO (APi - Cali­ 
fornia lawmakers are trying to 
control instant experts in the 
mysterious Chinese medical 
technique of acupuncture. 
legislator Gordon Duffy an­ 
nounced Wednesday he planned 
hearings on acupuncture to find 
out if it should be practiced and 
regulated in the nation’s most 
populous state. 


"Acupuncture has become a 
highly marketable enterprise." 
Duffy said. "There are people 
traveling the length and 
breadth of this country giving 
‘instant" training in acupunc­ 
ture — even though practition­ 
ers in China are medical scien­ 
tists with at least six years of 
related training. 


“ It would be tragic if people 
were injured or killed by the 
unskilled use of acupuncture. It 
would be even more t^lgic if 
this potentially valuable medi­ 
cal technique were to become 
discredited as a tool of medical 
quacks," he added in a pre­ 
pared statement. 


Acupuncture involves twirling 
long needles into preselected 
parts of the body to block pain. 
Travelers to mainland China 
report it has replaced drugs as 
an anesthetic in some major 
operations. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan signed 
legislation by Duffy earlier this 
week which allows acupuncture 
to he practiced by unlicensed 


fornia medical schools for re* 
search purposes. 
"Acupuncture has captured 
the national imagination," Duf­ 
fy said. “ The public has been 
saturated with news items 
which describe the effects of 
acupuncture treatment as being 
miraculous. The inability of our 
scientific community to explain 
why acupuncture works has on­ 
ly added to its mystical quality. 


“ The very way acupuncture 
has been introduced in this 
country may prove to be its 
undoing. Judging from the let­ 
ters I have received, people 
expect acupuncture treatments 
to result in miracles — and 
people who expect miracles are 
seldom satisfied." Duffy said.

North Tabbed Over South In Kiwanis Grid Clash 


On paper, the North will win. 
But on the grass at San Rafael 
High School's football field, it 
may be a different story. 
That's the way things look 
prior to the Ross Valley Kiwan­ 
is Club's seventh annual North- 
South All-Star football game, 
scheduled for 8 o’clock tomor­ 
row night at San Rafael. 
Proceeds will benefit the Ki- 
wanians’ various civic activi­ 
ties. Last year, an overflow 
crowd exceeding 4,000 attended, 


and Kiwanis officials expect the 
same this year. Tickets are still 
available at 15 locations in Ma­ 
rin at a cost of $3 per adult and 
$2.50 per student. 
The No^th. composed of grad­ 
uated seniors from Terra Lin­ 
da, San Rafael, Novato and San 
Marin high schools, will field an 
intimidating team with 11 play­ 
ers who made all-Marin County 
Athletic League last year. 
The South, by contrast, will 
have just one all-leaguer. The 


team is made up of players 
from Redwood, Tamalpais, 
Drake and Marin Catholic. 
Anybody who fears for the 
South’s life, however, need har- 
ken back only to last year, 
when the outnumbered South­ 
erners scored a 16-13 upsetvic- 
tory. The North leads the se­ 
ries, 4-2. 
“We respect the South. We 
won't be overconfident,’.’ says 
the North’s coach. Dave Wylie. 
Normally an assistant at San 


Rafael, Wvlie will be assisted 
tomorrow by his normal boss, 
Bob Muster. 


“We have good athletes on 
this team. I’d like to have them 
for a whole season. ’ said South 
coach Bruno Banducci. who will 
be aided by John Evans, his 
assistant at Marin Catholic. 


The North will have a 24-man 
squad while the South will suit 
up 22 players. The total of 46 is 
one more than last year. The 


coaches report no major prac­ 
tice injuries on either side. 
As is common in all-star 
games, when preparation time 
is limited, both teams will rely 
on standard formations and 
straightforward plays. 
The North's paper superiority 
stems partly from the presence 
of players from San Rafael and 
Novato, which tied last year for 
the MCAL title at 5-1. Terra 
Linda’s 4-2 aggregation, includ­ 
ing players from the 1970 


league champions, swells the 
ranks. 
An informal yardstick: in 
MCAL play last year, North 
teams won nine of 12 games 
from South teams. 
The North's overwhelming 
advantage in all-leaguers is 
likely to become a bigger factor 
as the game progresses, for the 
North can replace a tired all­ 
leaguer with a fresh one. 
In the backfield, the North 
can count on all-leaguers Marty 


Moroski (Novato), Leo Magers 
iNovato), John Buckley (Terra 
Linda', Scott Duncan (San Ra­ 
fael) and Mark Farrar (San 
Rafael). 


In the line are all-stars Bill 
Lechner (San Rafael), Dirk Cor- 
renti (San Rafael), Duke Bessee 
(San Rafael), Mark St. Gaudens 
(San Rafael). Russ Weklych 
(Novato) and Greg Straw (Nova- 
to). 


By contrast, the South will 


have only Dan Young (Red­ 
wood), a lineman, but Banducci 
has scoffed at the value of all­ 
leaguers. For his sake, he'd 
better be right. 


All-league lineman Don Se­ 
ward (Drake) will miss the 
game because of high blood 
pressure, lineman Dave Stub- 
blebine <Tam> has not yet 
showed up for practice, and 
quarterback Steve Sherry (Ma-

Since his call-up two weeks ago by the Giants 
from their Phoenix farm club, Jim Willoughby 
twice stopped the Astros just when they were 
gathering momentum in a pursuit of the division- 
leading Reds in the National League West. 
On Sunday Aug. 6, in Candlestick Park, 48 hours 
after reporting to the big team. Willoughby beat 
the Astros 6-2. Last Sunday in the Astrodome he 
beat them again 4-3. On both occasions the Astros 
had pulled to within 4V.2 games of the Reds when 
Willoughby thwarted them. 


WILLOUGHBY’S RECORD at Phoenix (9-8) in­ 
cluded an unimpressive 4.66 ERA which isn’t a 
persuasive recommendation for the majors. Had it 
not been for the fact that Sam McDowell went on 
the disabled list, Willoughby probably wouldn’t 
have received his callup until the conclusion of the 
Pacific Coast League season. 
WILLOUGHBY WASN'T an unknown 
when 
the Astros faced him two weeks ago in Candle­ 
stick. It wasn’t a case of a rookie pitcher having 
an advantage of the first time around. And that 
definitely w asn’t the case when W illoughby 
pitched against them last Sunday in the Astro­ 
dome. Yet, it would be foolish to jump to any 
premature conclusions about Willoughby until he’s 
received further major league tests. 
Nevertheless, the 23-year-old, 6-2, 185, right­ 
hander from Gustine does throw a sharp slider 
and a fast ball that has a tendency to sink. And he 
isn't afraid to challenge batters. In his two 
triumphs over the Astros he struck out 12 in 18 
innings, walked only three, one intentionally. 


IN THE AUG. 6 game at Candlestick, Willough­ 
by’s slider and sinker were good but nothing like 
they were Aug. 13 in the Astrodome. The Astros 
hit only three balls to the outfield off Willoughby 
there. They kept chopping his sinker and slider 
into infield outs. 
When a pitcher gets a batter to hit a ground ball 
he’s done his job. The rest is up to his defense. 
Willoughby was the first to point out the excellent 
job done by his infield teammates. He tipped his 
cap to Tito Fuentes for three sparkling plays. 


CHARLIE FOX further explained why a pitcher 
with a 4.66 ERA in the Coast League could be a 
two-time winner in back-to-back major league 
starts. “ Minor league defense naturally doesn't 
compare with major league glove work,” said the 
manager of the Giants. 
Fox agrees that a pitcher does his job when he 
gets a ground ball from an enemy bat. "But I’d 
have to make one qualification,” said Fox. "It 
depends on the kind of ground ball.”

street where he lived and play 
some stickball.

They gave Willie a bat and 
told him to get up there and 
show 'em how to hit a few. 


THE BRONX 


Only this wasn’t in Harlem, it 
was in the Bronx. It wasn’t out 


in the street either. It was in 
New York City Reformatory on 
Hikers Island, and this was the 
first time Willie had ever been 


in prison. 


Willie was inside now because 
he had been asked to come by 
William van den Heuvel, the 
chairman of New York City’s 
Board of Correction, and Jer­ 


ome Becker, who heads the 
city's Commission on Human 
Rights. 
Eighty per cent of the in­ 
mates on Rikers Island are 
either black or Puerto Rican, 
and they’ve enjoyed visits by 
such personalities as Harry Be- 
lafonte. soul singer James 
Brown and Mrs. Coretta King, 
widow of Martin Luther King, 
but never before from anybody 
like Willie Mays. 
Now here he was right among 
them, in the flesh.

“ Hit the ball, Willie!” one of 
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the inmates shrilled at the 
Mets’ outfielder, who having 
never been in prison before, 
didn’t really know what to wear 
and came decked out in one of 
those huge-collared green 
shirts, a gold-colored vest, 
brown 
and green checked 
slacks and green patent leather 
boots. 
Willie smiled and acknowl­ 
edged the greeting. 


A softball game was in 
progress as he came through 
the gate and when they handed 
him a bat, he sat down on one 
of the planks which helped form 
the bleachers and took off his 
shoes. 


He was in his stockinged feet 
when he moved into the batter's 
box to take his cuts. 
Somewhat nervous over the 
sudden prospect of facing Willie 
Mays even though he had at 
least 20 fielders behind him, the 
pitcher made his first toss out­ 
side but Willie reached out and 
hit it over the shortstop’s head. 
“ Throw it harder!’’ Willie 
urged. 
Mays hit a few more, and the 
more he hit, the more the 
inmates along the foul lines 
crowded around him One foul 
ball off to the left struck 
Charles Wright of Brooklyn in 
the mouth and loosened a front 
tooth. 
“ You okay?” inquired Willie, 
solicitously. 
“ I ’m all right,” came the 
answer.

Search For Calming Influence 
Led To Rewarding Profession 


By PAT ANGLE 
Seven years ago Robert Cranford was 
u nervous waiter in a San Francisco 
coffee house who took up weaving as a 
calming influence. 
Today he is an accomplished crafts­ 
man. creating beautiful and unusual tap­ 
estries, rugs, ponchos, stoles and just 
about anything else that strikes his fan­ 
cy. 
What started out as therapy has be­ 
come an engrossing profession for the IIS- 
year-old Stinson Beach man, who has 
been chosen to select all the weaving 
which will I** exhibited Aug. 31 through 
Sept. 1 at the Marin County Fair at Civic 
Center. 
From his wood-beamed home on a hill 
overlooking Stinson Beach and the ocean. 
Cranford creates many of his pieces in 
much the same way as the old-time 
artisans did 
Often he starts with raw fleece and 
spins it 
into the particular type of yarn 
he wants 
Sometimes he can even be seen roam­ 
ing the hills in search of local flora for 
dyes 
Lichen, the fungus whthat grows on 
trees, is used for both purple and char­ 
treuse dyes, according to the weaver, 
while blackberry leaves produce an olive 
green. A bright yellow is obtained from 
scotch broom blossoms. 
Patience is perhaps one of the weaver's 
most effective and necessary tools. Cran­ 
ford said “ Interesting weaving takes a 
lot of long, hard work, a lot of repetition. 
A person simply could not become a good 
weaver if he devoted only a few hours a 
week to it 
Surprisingly, he says dreaming up pat­ 
terns is the least of pis problems. "I have 
more than I can use in here," he said, 
tapping his forehead. 
The hardest part of the craft is ' trans­ 
lating an idea into threads because you 
do have limitations and some patterns 
are better left to other media,” he said 
Another difficulty is getting the general 
public to appreciate fine hand weaving 
and to be willing to pay the price it must 
cost if the artisan is to make a living, 
according to Cranford 
"People are so 
used to machine-made fabrics, that they 
tend to denigrate weaving because they 
don't know or understand what is in­ 
volved 
The sagging economy has had an 
adverse effect on weavers Cranford not­ 
ed 
particular^ those who create non­ 
functional pieces like tapestries. "Three 
or four years ago half the work I sold 
was tapestries, but now I make very few 
because they don’t 
sell 
1 concentrate 
chiefly on things like clothing that people 
can use " 
He said weavers do not look up to other 
individual weavers in the same way 
artists or photographers admire and of­ 
ten imitate their talented peers 
Rather, they tend to focus on a particu­ 
lar culture which produced some of the 
finest examples of their craft Cranford's 
admiration is centered on the Incas of 
ancient Peru 
"We think oi them as a primitive 
people but they did the most sophisticat­ 
ed weaving in the world." he said. “ A 
thousand years later, their weaving still 
looks like it was done yesterday 


He is fascinated by the works of some 
of the new weavers who have abandoned 
the traditional materials —cotton, wool 
and linen —for such strange threads as 
telephone wire, docking cable, cattails, 
leaves and sisal which they use to create 
startling, three dimensional pieces. 


Eventually, he would like to branch out 
into more three-dimensional, nonfunction­ 
al things, but he first wants to get "a 
firm foundation in what I'm doing now " 


Like many of his fellow craftsmen, 
Cranford has just about given up on the 
idea of seeing his work in galleries, 
museums and shows. 


"I could do it: it’s not that difficult." 
he said. "But so often the works are hung 
backwards or upside down 'or (even 
when explicit directions are provided by 


the weaver' and they often come back 
damaged. 
"I just can't see putting all that time 
and effort, sweat and blood into some­ 
thing only to have somebody mess it up, ’ 
he added. 
Since he bought his seaside home m 
April ("1 knew I wanted it before I even 
went inside ), Cranford has decided he 
wants to stay in Stinson Beach. 
Yet he smilingly confides that there 
are some disadvantages to living in a 
wonderful house with a beautiful view of 
the Pacific, the hills and the coastal 
forests. 
"Being surrounded by all that beauty is 
a distraction," he said. "Nature’s out 
there and I often wonder how in the 
world I can compete with it in my 
weaving

A. These shares, which cur­ 
rently yield 8.9 per cent are of 
interest solely for income. The 
trading range on the ADRs is 
narrow, between 7%-8% since 
January 1971. Earnings have 
failed to cover the 77.6 cents 
per share dividend in recent 
years, adding a somewhat spec­ 
ulative element to the issue. 
Shares outstanding were in­ 
creased by about three million 
in 1971, reflecting rights offer­ 
ings and continuous sale to new 
telephone subscribers. Although 
the company is publicly held, it 
operates under government 
franchise and participation. 
The system has expanded 85 
per cent in the past five years 
and is currently comprised of 
1.7 million telephones. A limited 
investment in this issue is war­ 
ranted. 
Q. I am considering buying 
100 shares of SMC Investment 
(OTO at current low prices to 


add to the 1001 now hold. The 
dividend is good and asset 
value is holding up. Some day 
soon this stock should really 
go.

A. A change in the capital 
structure of SMC has been pro­ 
posed by management Under 
the plan, your 100 shares will be 
exchanged for 40 common and 
20 new $2.40 preferred shares.

NEW YORK (AP) — When a 
store is being altered and is 
framed in scaffolding, it isn’t 
uncommon to see a brightly 
painted sign announcing “Busi­ 
ness as usual.’’ 
Business can't go on as usual 
of course, but no enterprising 
businessman admits that. He 
believes that a growing busi­ 
ness accepts the challenges and 
turns them to advantage. It 
adjusts. 
On an immensely larger 
scale, it may be said that some­ 
thing of the same is occurring 
in the American business envi­ 
ronment today. It is being al­ 
tered. The rules are changing. 
The scaffolding is up — but so 
is the sign. 
The most obvious change is in 
the rules for pricing. Not long 
ago this was largely a private 
matter, a decision the company 
made in its own interests, for 
its own good. 
No longer. As has been dem­ 
onstrated by an unacceptably 
high rate of inflation, price is 
public. Today’s huge corpora­ 
tions, if left to follow the old 
rule, are fully capable of chal­ 
lenging a governmental anti­ 
inflation program. 
Recognition of this has been 
made official through various 
government bodies, particular­ 
ly the Price Commission. But 
the change is even greater. 
Pricing therefore has become 
political too, as General Mo­ 
tors, Chrysler, Ford and Ameri­ 
can Motors understqnd fully. If 
the President doesn’t want a 
price increase you must consi­ 
der the consequences of chal­ 
lenging him. 
If you sit on the board of 
directors you feel a few splin­ 
ters. You might, in fact, find it 
so uncomfortable as to quit, but 
if you don’t you at least study 
the issues before you sign any­ 
thing. And you have a big 
liability insurance policy too, 
because the stockholders might 
sue you. 


As a director, and therefore 
as an insider, you may find 
yourself in a dilemma when it 
comes to trading the company’s 
stock. Once it was easier to 
look after your interests; at the 
hint of bad news you clumped 
your shares. 
You have to watch that sort 
of thing today. Investigations 
into the trading activities of the 
Penn Central before its collapse 
have put the heat on the use of 
Inside information for personal 
financial advantage. 
In Wall Street, the clamp- 
down on some of the more 
bi/arre, scandalous, free-wheel­ 
ing practices has thrown a lot 


of brokerage houses out of busi­ 
ness, and those that remain 
now must run their affairs like 
businesses instead of games. 
In manufacturing, some com­ 
panies still haven’t adjusted to 
the notion that they are respon­ 
sible for the safety of their 
products, but this concept is 
firmly part of the new environ­ 
ment, as the. automakers are 
learning. 
Business is learning also that 
a company’s obligation isn't 
solely to make money for its 
stockholders. In the new envi­ 
ronment. it must avoid pollut­ 
ing, promote race and sex 
equality, be a good citizen. 
All this, it is said, is for the 
public good 
And while some 
companies insist it is anything 
but that, others have embraced 


the public good thesis in cir­ 
cumstances that differ from 
any of those mentioned before. 
These companies, accus­ 
tomed to taking not only prod­ 
uct orders but instructions from 
Washington, seem increasingly 
to feel that they should also 
rely on Washington to bail them 
out financially. For the sake of 
national security, jobs, inves­ 
tors — for the public good, that 
is. 
Most com panies, however, 
appear to be adjusting nicely, if 
you can judge from the finan­ 
cial statements being issued 
and, in general, you can, not­ 
withstanding loose accounting 
practices soon to be tightened.

Japan Turns Attention 
To Europe Auto Market

WOLFSBURG, GERMANY- 
After scoring a massive success 
in the U.S. auto and truck 
market, the Japanese appear 
on the verge of making a major 
sales effort in Europe. 
At stake is a large and grow­ 
ing market, which is being met 
at present by the European 
carmakers themselves and by 
U.S. firms with production fa­ 
cilities overseas, such as Ford 
of Europe, General Motors, and 
Chrysler. 
Up tonow the Japanese manu­ 
facturers — Toyota and Nissan 
mainly — have been probing 
the edges but they have not 
tried to pierce in strength the 
vehicle-manufacturing coun­ 
tries of Britain, France, Italy, 
and West Germany. 
Already the Japanese are 
strong In Norway, Switzerland, 
Finland, and Belgium. Now, to 
the consternation of European 
car builders, they are negotiat­ 
ing in Eastern Europe for as­ 
sembly plants, notably in Hun­ 
gary. which would provide 
entree to West Europe without 


the long boat journey from Ja­ 
pan. All the Japanese would 
have to do Is turn out the cars 
and pump them to the West. 
After seeing the burgeoning 
success of the Rising Sun in the 
U.S., European automakers are 
understandably on edge. In Fr­ 
ance, for example, government- 
owned Renault has cut back on 
visits by Japanese to its facto­ 
ries. 
As one Renault man told me, 
“ Many large groups of Japa­ 
nese were touring the assembly 
and engine plants and we said: 
'Look here, 
there are too 
many.’ They still come but not 
in such large numbers,’’he not­ 
ed. 
“The Japanese would, in ef­ 
fect, pick our brains — get all 
the information they could,” he 
went on, “but when we asked 
questions about Japanese prob­ 
lems in producing and shipping 
cars, there was silence. Noth­ 
ing.” 
So far the Japanese aren’t 
doing much in France but they 
are willing to wait.
